Answer — To  answer  the  ijuestion  by  a 
parable  :  A  certain  grocer  bad  been  in 
the  babic  of  charging  his  customer  the  full 
market  price  of  good  8U|>ar  for  a  silicvo- 
saccharine  compound  of  half  sugar  and 
h.ilt  sand.  Whereupon  bis  patron,  wax- 
ing wroth  at  the  frauJ,  says  unto  him: 
"Sir,  I  am  willing  to  pay  you  twenty 
cents  per  pound  for  sugar,  but  not  a  cent 
for  SdUil  If  you  put  eight  ounces  of 
sand  in  what  parporta  to  be  a  pound  of 
sugar,  I  will  deduct  it  from  your  bill." 

Now,  in  the  same  sense  in  which  the 
deduction  of  the  surreptitious  sand  from 
tho  weight  and  price  of  the  sugar,  is  a 
penalty  for  not  putting  genuine  sugar  in 
thi)  package,  the  deduction  of  tho  non- 
votiug  class  from  the  basis  of  representa- 
tion is  a  penalty  for  denying  the  right  ol 
eulirage  to  tho  negroes;  and  in  the  same 
sense  in  which  the  customer's  refusal  to 
pay  for  sand  imijela,  not  compels,  the 
grocer  to  sell  unadulterated  sugar  so  the 
refusal  of  Congress  to  accept  twenty-five 
<|uasi-representatives  for  a  nun-voting 
and  unrepresented  class,  impels,  not  com- 
pels, the  South  to  e.^ctcnd  sufTrage  to  that 
class.  The  grocer  is  still  left  perfectly 
free  to  choose  whether  he  will  sell  half- 
sugar  at  halt  price,  or  all  sugar  at  full 
price,  as  the  Southern  States 
are  tnU  lett  perfectly  free  to  choose 
whether  they  will  have  a  dimioished  rep- 
rcitentation  with  restricted  suffrage, 
or  an  increased  representation  with  ex- 
tended suffrage.  Tho  grocer  is  not 
compelled  to  be  honest  nor  the  South  to 
be  just,  but  in  both  cases  a  stroiig  induce- 
ment is  held  out  to  them  to  do  Iho  fair 
thing.  There  is  nu  compulsion  in  cither 
CMe  except  the  pressure  of  self-interest 
on  minds  perfectly  free  lo  choose,  aud 
there  is  no  penalty  in  either  case  except 
that  they  are  not  permitted  to  reap  an 
urjust  advantage  from  their  own  fraud.

When  I  accepted  the  invitation  of  the 
State  Agricultural  Society,  to  address 
you  at  this  lair,  it  waa  with  thu  expecta- 
tion of  playing  quite  a    subordinate  part. 

That  great  soldier  and  grcAt  man,  (ien. 
8herman,  was  expected  to  bo  present. 
liis  remarks  were  to  lend  the  chief  inter- 
est to  the  occasion,  so  fir  ua  speaking  is 
concerned.  I  deeply  regret,  in  common 
with  you  all,  that  Gen.  Shcrmin  is  not 
here.  A  t  our  of  inspection  throughtbe  west- 
ern district  of  his  military  division, occupies 
him  at  this  time,  and  )ireven;8  his  being 
with  us.  You  would  bu  gratiilcd  in  sim- 
ply seemg  one  who  boro  so  noble  a  part 
in  the  great  war  for  national  life  and  uni- 
ty. It  IS  a  sight  worth  seeing,  to  meet 
the  great  hero.  And  I  can  assure  you 
that  in  hearing  Sherman  you  would  be  in- 
terested beyond  seeing  a'ld  hearing  most 
other  gentlemen.  He  is  the  most  inter- 
esting man  I  ever  met.  His  mind  is  the 
most  prolific ;  bis  sympathies  the  most 
universal  and  cordial  ol  any  of  the  ^reat 
men  that  it  has  been  my  fortune  to  kno^. 
It  is  no  common  loss  you  sutler  in  his  ab- 
sence to-day.  Let  us  hope  Ibat  on  some 
future  occaMon  of  this  kind — next  year, 
we  will  trust — he  will  be  able  tofuIGIl  the 
engagonirut  he  ha'j  m^iic  with  }0ur  Slate 
Society. 

There  are  other  gentlemen  to  speak, 
»«d  I  shall  e«it*T  brielly  upon  a  few  tDp- 
ict  that  I  trust  will  interest  ycu.  Yuii 
are  interested  in  til's  objects  ol  sight 
around  you,  unU  in  the  greetings  cf  neigh- 
bors and  friecils,  more  I  lan  you  would 
be  in  any  learned  discussion  cf  princi- 
ples or  modes  of  agriculture,  even  if  1 
were  able  to    entertain  von    wi'h    such. 

These  fairs  aside  from  the  exhibition 
of  products, are  occasions  forsocial  (»rect- 
ings, — for  speaking  to  on«  another  ol 
practical  experience  and  observation  ra'h- 
er  than  ol  instruction  or  entertaiumtnt 
from  an  address. 

Another  con-iideration  tbatadmcn'i-hes 
m»  to  uo  i.iw  f  is  that  today  is  set  down 
in  tte  progranimf  for  ihe  trial  of  speed 
of  horses.  1  quifo  agree  w^h  Mr.  (Jiec- 
ley  in  a  remark  he  nisde  kI  the  Minneap- 
olis fairla't  year,  th4t  he  mu'th  preferred 
to  speak  on  some  olh-  c  day  thin  the  one 
of  rat^es.  He  didn't  like  tocomfi  in  com- 
petition wi'h  the  horses.  Much  Tiore 
might  I,  without  Mr.  •■•reeley's  great 
repu'ation,  shrink  from  competition  with 
fast  hor»c9. 

Neirly  sftvenfeen  ye.irs  I  had  occasion 
in  a  public  address  to  speak  of  tbn  nat- 
ural resources  aiid  advartag''B  of  Minne- 
sota *  The  circumstam.-es  then  nnd  now 
form  a  striki  g  contrast.  Seventeen 
years  ago  ail  this  beautilul  land  that  we 
see  around  us,  tba.  wc  have  traversed  in 
coming  here,  w,kS  a  wilderness,  the  home 
of  wild  beasts  and  wilder  uii-n.  Now  it 
IB  x\a  abode  ol  ctviiizition,  of  cultivated 
men,  ol  cultivated  tii'li*s,  of  COunUMM 
herds  of  domestic  cattle. 

Tlie  wilderness  has  indeed  blossomed 
aa  the  rose. 

\\  heu  I  ri)ii'i;e  sevsnteen  year*  ago  ol 
the  climate  au<l  roil  of  Minnesota  with 
refere  ce  to  succesffulagrioultnre,  it  was 
of  an  unsolved  problem.  1-  was  ol  what 
I  believed  wcu'd  he,  lor  1  then  bad  the 
fullest  laiibin  Minnesoia  as  an  agricultu- 
ral country.  Mow  1  come  to  speak  ol  no 
doubtful  proposition,  but  ol  that  which 
has  been  fully  demonstrated.  Then  I 
•poke  prophetically ;  now,  of  fultill- 
ment. 

But  what  n(  ed  hav«  I  to  speak  of  the 
great  fact— so  well  establish* d- of  the 
captttity  of  Miuuea.u  lor  agriculture? 
Itara  ol  successlul  farming  have  fully 
proved  ii,  »,,j  it  is  only  iiece.sary  for  us 
to  look  around  to  witness  tL«  abundant 
evidence  here.  Woi  ds  to  tb^  h>  arirg  are 
less  lorcible  tbau  obj.  ets  to  the  tijjbt. 
The  exhibition  of  etock  and  of  farmng 
products  at  this  fair  speak  more  convinc- 
iDgly  than  aty  words  of  mine. 

Doubtlesa  there  are  some  rewcoim'ri 
■Bd  alraogers  here  to  whom  tt«tistio  ^f 


thought  they  might  hav»  chosen  ii  uioie 
favored  land,     i  do  not  know  the  In  t  yet. 

miy  asume.  that  th:r«  are  a  tew  at 
least,  in  Minnesota,  who  doubt  Ihe  supe- 
rior advantages  ol  this  country  as  a  home 
lor  themselves  and  their  children. 

I  known  of  only  one  quesnon  tb.it  can 
possibly  give  occasion  to  the  least  donbt 
ol  this  kind  in  the  minds  of  intelligent 
men.

The  only  question  of  gn  at  imporfance 
to  the  people  of  Minneso  a  that  is  at  all 
problematical,  ia  ibut  oi  &  pnmanmt  sup- 
pfi/  of  cheap  fuel. 

We  live,  undeniably,  in  a  cold  climate. 
We  need  to  provide  fuel  lormainy  months 
in  the  >  ear.  Water  power  lor  nianufac- 
turing,  though  abundant  in  tho  btcfe,  is 
not  to  be  louml  everywhere.  Steam 
power  u  the  moat  economical  in^  many 
place*  and  for  many  purposes.  Y  m  can 
locate  it  just  wherfi  jou  w mt  it  l>ut  for 
the  succeasful  use  cf  steam,  cheap  and 
abundant  fuel  is  indispensable.  The  ca- 
pacity of  our  State  lor  manufactures  is 
greatly  narrowed  and  limned  if  we  can- 
not (ind  abundant  fui  1.  For  the  smelting 
of  iron,  copper  and  other  ores  tha'.  un- 
doubtedly abound  in  tho  iiortlitni  part  of 
the  S'ate,  fuel  is  iudr-pensubtt!. 

Where,  for  all  ti.ao  and  all 
purposes,  shall  wo  tied  f';tl? 
With  th-a  same  confidence  that  seventeen 
years  ago  I  predicted  and  argued  the 
success  of  agriculture  in  ftlinuesota,  I 
now  predict,  and  shall  attempt  to  show 
you,  that  this  question  of  a  permanent 
and  abundant  supply  of  l^cl  admits  of 
satinlactory  answers. 

The  supply  of  fuel  that  bountiful  na- 
ture has  laid  up  in  store  for  the  me  ol 
man.  in  this  region— that  in  all  things 
else  is  so  lavored— is  to  be  found  in  the 
rich,  wiilciy  diffused,  and  exhauUless  de- 

postis  uf  VoBi,  tiM*  «-«i-k  _  »-^^y  ».«»»«ir 

iu  the  State,  but  more  abundantly  perhops 
in  Northern  Minnesota. 

The  use  of  Peat  for  fuel  for  domestic 
and  manufacturing  purposes,  is  a  new 
question  in  this  country.  The  primeval 
forests  and  the  widely  extended  coal  beds 
ol  the  older  States  have  so  fully  met  the 
demand  for  fuel,  that  our  people  have 
thought  that  no  other  sources  could  sup- 
ply It. 

Very  little  is  known  of  peat.  Proba- 
bly most  persons  present  ihink  of  peat 
only  as  the  poor  substitute  lor  wood  and 
coal  of  the  poorer  classes  in  Ireland. 
Many  of  you  will  be  surprised  when  I 
tell  you  that  millions  ol  tons  of  peat  are 
manufactured  and  consuintd  in  Europe. 

besides  its  most  extcusivj  use  lor  do- 
mestic purposes  in  almost  all  Northern 
Europe,  peat  is  used  ii  tireal  Britain, 
Holland,  Germany  and  Sw^^dcn,  as  fuel 
in  the  arts  and  manufactures,  particularly 
of  iron.  The  most  imporrant  met  Ohirgic 
use  IS  in  the  re/intng  ol  iron.  In  Swe- 
den 100  lbs.  of  kdn  died  peaf.  is  equal  to 
200  lbs.  of  kiln  dried  wood  for  heaTy 
forging. 

Where  peat  abounds  in  Europe,  the 
inhabitants  make  use  of  it  by  a  very  sim- 
ple preparation,  merely  diggitig  and  dry- 
ing It  ill  the  open  air ;  but  lor  use  in  the 
arts  and  when  it  has  to  be  handled  much, 
or  transported,  it  has  to  go  through  a 
process  ol  marufactunng  and  compressing 
somewhat  as  clay  has  to  be  kneaded  and 
moulded  in  making  into  bricks.  The 
native  heating  power  of  dense  peat,  well 
dried,  is  about  tho  same  m  good  wood 
and  half  that  of  coals.  Fr^.m  results  of 
the  ultimate  analysis  ol  dry  P*^*'  ''  '' 
found  that  the  average  prouuc';  is  CO  per 
cent,  of  carbon,  C  per  cent,  cf  hydrogen, 
and  'M  of  o.xygen. 

Jn  Europe  iho  cost  of  ordinary  itir 
dried  peat  is  less  than  a  dollar  a  ton ;  the 
mechanically  prepared  article  about  a 
dollar  and  a  half  a  ton. 

But  have  we  the  genuine  pc;.t  in  Mia- 
nesota?  Upon  th.i  authority  of  both 
practical  and  scientific  men,  well  acquaint- 
ed with  the  article  in  Europe,  we  have 
ihu  genuine  peat  in  as  line  bogs  as  any  in 
the  world. 

Professor  Richard  Eamcs,  the  brother 
of  the  State  (ieologist,  has  a  thorough  ac- 
quaintance with  the  peat  beds  and  inanu- 
lactories  of  Europe,  and  he  pronounces 
the  peat  ol  Minnesota  equal  to  any  in  the 
world.  Other  gentlemen  thoroughly 
competent  to  judge  are  equally  assured. 

The  manufacture  of  pear  is  now  begnn 
at  St.  Paul.  Entire  success  bus  not  yet 
been  met  with  in  this  preoariHon  for 
coDiiuercial  purposes,  owing  ti  irafierfcct 
machinery,  hut  the  tests  fu'lydemanstrate 
the  quality  of  the  peat  as  tuel,  and  that  it 
can  be  successfully  manufactured.  Hon. 
Farl  S.  Goodrich  and  other  gentlemen 
have  invested  in  patents  ai.d  machinery 
quite  a  hundred  thousand  I'oll  ir.s,  so  well 
assured  are  they  of  success,  nir.  Good 
rich,  who  owns  tho  gas  works  ic  Sf.  Paul, 
has  in  view,  more  especially,  tho  use  of 
peat  for  illuminating  gas. 

The  analysis  of  poat  taken  from  a  bed 
at  St.  Paull  gave  three  cubic  feet  of  good 
illuminating  gas  from  a  pound  o'  p'  at.  I'he 
sample  was  t.iken  from  a  bog  ai:d  merely 
air  dried. 

I  hav  entire  confidence  that  wc  shall 
uliiiiia'ely  find  a  permanent  soppl/  o» 
cheap  fn'  1  in  pea*^. 

I  have  not  referred  to  the  valtie  of  peat 
as  a  fertilizer,  and  will  not,  cb  tain  you  to 
do  so.  lis  value  as  a  lerf.brer  has  in 
other  countries  been  abumlintly  proved. 

Tbo  ouestion  of  the  existence  ol  min- 
eral coal  in  Minnesotais  b-  no  means  set- 
tled in  tho  negative.  It  is  still  an  open 
ii.ieslion.  1  have  believed  tb»t  the  Iowa 
eoai  field,  or  an  outlying  basin  of  it, 
would  be  found  in  southwestern  Minne- 
sota. Numerous  specimens  of  coal  have 
been  found  in  the  State. 

But  if  coal  should  not  be  found  in  val- 
uable veins,  I  look  to  peat  for  lud  in  the 
future  with  perfect  conlidenca, 

I  RVIT. 

1  have  spoken  of  our  unrivalled  pro- 
duction of  the  cereals.  But  wo  bave  Di- 
vine authority  for  the  truth  that  ro«n 
shall  not  live  by  bread  alone,  and  our 
people,  and  people  abroad  inteicittd  in 
Minnesota,  have  been  clamorous  with  in- 
quiries in  regard  to  /Vt/i<— whether  fruit 
could  bo  successfully  cultivated  in  Minne- 
sota.    I  have  never  doubted  it. 

Minnesota,  as  alt  know,   produces  a 


great  variety  of  wild  Iruits.  W lure  na- 
ture produens  spontaneously,  nio't  oer- 
lainly  careful  modes  ol  culture  will  SUu- 
ceed  with  the  domestic  and  improved  va- 
rieties. The  grape,  cr«t>  apple,  iduiii, 
cherry,  cranlierry,  whortleberry,  currant, 
and  other  fruit  grow  wdd  in  great  abun 
dance. 

(.)ur  fruit  growers  have  encountered 
tho  same  ditlioulties  that  beset  the  w»iv  of 
the  first  fruit  growers  in  Michigan,  Nor- 
thern Illinois  and  Wisconsin,  where  fiuit 
is  now  successfully  cultivated. 

Bat  the  success  of  culiivatid  Iruits 
with  ns  is  no  longer  a  question.  Wn 
have  but  to  look  at  the  beniitdul  speci- 
mens on  exhibition  at  this  Uir  I  o  have 
every  doubt  removed.  Orchards,  in  all 
parts  of  the  State,  are  begiiiiiiiig  to  bear, 
and  our  markets  will  soon  be  supplied 
Irom  home  production  with  all  tht-  hardi<;r 
fruits  that  can  be  grown  in  d  her  Norlht  rn 
States  ot  the  Union.

I  do  not  know  of  any  principle  or  m  a 
im  in  farming  that  I  could  iiijciin  upon 
you,  or  illustrato,  of  greater  value  ihnii 

to   1>1\  K.lt>ll  ¥    Yorl!   IM>l\slKV  It  is  llOt 

profitable  in  the  long  run  to  cultivuto  one 
staple,  or  to  confine  yourselves  to  one 
branch  uf  farming  exclusively.  It  may 
be  best  lor  a  lew  years  lo  do  so.  The 
wheat  crop  may  bo  the  reodiKut  cul- 
tivated upon  opening  new  farm',  and  lor 
a  time  the  most  profitable;  but  if  lands 
are  continuously  sown  to  whi  at  thero 
will  result  an  exhaustion  ol  certain  ele- 
ments ol  th  •  Aoil  that  will  ultimately  cn- 
leeble  the  plant.  But  osiilc  Irom  this 
coni<ideraticiii,  and  while  your  lands  are 
yet  vigorous,  you  will  find  ii  more  profit- 
able to  diversify  your  crops,  and  to 
raise  fruit,  and  grow  wool,  and  mutton, 
and  beeven,  ami  horses,  mid  honey, 
and  poultry.  For  foreign  maikets  es- 
pecially, articles  of  little  weight  and  bulk. 
But  the  more  you  can  raise  lor  a  honic 
market  the  more  profitable  will  you  lind 
farming,  thi?  less  lliictiialiiig  prices,  and 
the  mure  certain  the  demand. 

Where  the  raw  productions  of  a  coun- 
try are  oxported,  the  tendency  ii  alway.x 
to  low  prices  of  product  and  of  labor  ui.d 
land,  and  scarcity  of  capital. 

Where  tho  proilucts  of  a  country  are 
manufactured  and  consumed,  land  and 
labor  rise  and  capital  becomes  plenty. 

You  have,  as  farmers,  a  very  direct 
interest  in  encouraging  maniilactures  in 
the  Sta'e.  When  you  have  spare  capital 
invest  it  in  Ihe  stock  ol  a  wnob-n  m  II  or 
other  manufacturing  establishm>-ut  in 
your  neighorhood.  Itwill create  loryou 
a  home  market. 

The  vexed  queslion  of  tho  tariff— ol 
free  trade  and  protection  to  home  ioduk- 
try — can  best  be  settled  by  buildiig  up 
manufactories  right  here  in  Minneeota. 
Let  your  wheat  bo  ground  at  home,  in 
your  own  mills,  and  in  your  own  manu- 
iactories  and  work-shops. 

Let  your  wool  be  manufactured  into 
cloth  in  your  own  mills  to  clothe  your  own 
people,  and  then  it  will  not  mitterto  you 
how  high  or  how  low  the  tar  11'  may  bo. 
You  will  have  all  the  profit  in  any  c%«e. 
We  have  heard  much  complaint  of  ex- 
orbitant charge.i  for  transport:!' lon — of 
railroad  monopolies  and  steamboat  mo. 
nopolies.  So  long  as  wo  produce  bulky 
articles  that  have  lo  seek  a  nuirki  t  at  the 
Atlantic  seaboard,  or  on  the  o'her  side 
of  the  Atlantic,  we  shall  have  to  jiay  these 
monopolies  ball  or  more  than  half  their 
value,  and  pay  heavily  agtin  hr  return 
manufactures  into  whiou  they  >ifO  convert- 
ed lor  our  consumption. 

What  simpler  proposition  than  that  it 
is  bad  economy— most  wasteful— to  grow 
wheat  and  wool  and  piy  iho  transporta- 
tion a  thousand  miles  or  more  an  J  thi'n 
buy  back  and  pay  transportation  I'ver 
again  on  the  manufactured  articles  they 
produce.  Tho  wheat  consumed  by  the 
operative         in         manufacturing  is 

as  continually  re.iold  to  is 
as  the  wool  or  other  material  of  tho  man- 
ufactured article.

PLANT  T1;KZ8. 

I  but  repeat  tho  injanction  of  Mr. 
Greeley  last  year,  earnestly  counsellirg 
you  to  plant  trees.  Do  not  neglect  ii. 
Largely  our  State  is  a  prairie  State.  Let 
every  prairie  farm  have  its  grove  of  young 
trees  growing  up.  They  will  shelter  you 
and  your  stock  from  the  bleak  winds  of 
winter,  from  the  burning  beats  ol  suni- 
mer,  and  in  asurpriaingly  abort  tnui!  will 
supply  you  with  wood  for  fuel  and  fencing. 
Your  yards  and  buildings  should  all  be 
shaded. 

I  recently  visited  a  farmer  near  Chica- 
go, who  showed  me  trees  two  feet  in  di- 
ameter, of  his  own  planting.  Ho  is  a  man 
but  little  past  the  meridian  of  life. 

In  St  Paul  Mr.  Oakrs  has  his  ample 
grounds  luxuriantly  shaded  by  large  and 
beautiful  trees  of  little  more  than  a  dozen 
years  growth  from  transplanting.  The 
soft-maple,  box-elder,  cotton-wood,  lo- 
cust and  walnut,  1  have  observed,  are 
among  the  most  rapid  growing. 

In  one  of  the  smaller  states  of  Europe 
it  is  or  was  a  law  that  for  every  true  cut 
down  another  should  ba  plant 'd.  In 
Spain,  I  believe,  it  was  the  custom  for 
pedlars  to  plant  by  the  roadside  the  sccd,< 
of  the  fruit  they  eat.  The  frees  growing 
from  these  were  protected  by  law  to  the 
exclusive  use  ol  tho  wayf.«ricg,  and  fur- 
nished the  traveler  the  rclrtbhment  ot 
shade  and  fruit.  It  wvs  a  l-'autiful  cua 
tom. 

During  tho  thirty  years'  war  in  Central 
Europe,  in  tho  seventeenth  century,  Bo- 
hemia was  so  devastated  that  forest^ 
grew  up  and  matured  where  before  a 
scarcity  of  timber  and  fuel  had  been  felt. 
So  ready  is  nature  to  supply  her  bjunty 
if  she  is  given  but  a  chance. 

■  n  a  prairi)  country  nature  has  to  be 
assisted  in  the  planting  or  transplanting, 
and    then    the    work    is    all    her   own. 

Therefore,  donot  neglect  to  plant  trees. 
Tbey  will  grow  while  you  aru  sleeping, 
and  posterity  will  bless  your  name  for 
planting  them. 

CONCLUSION. 

I  shall  enter  upon  no  eulogy  of  farm- 
ers or  farming.  That  is  often  enough 
done.  Agriculture  relates  nearest  to  Ihe 
indispensable  wants  of  man.  It  is  and 
must  always  be  the  occupation  of  a  great 
majority  of  the  race.  Its  interests  must 
always  occupy  a  first  pi  tce  in  the  mind  of 
the  statesman  and  pnliti'^al  economist. 
Thn  highest  prosperity  of  a  cotiutry  will 
be  secured  by  thn  highest  development 
of  sericulture  and  the  greatest  elevation  of 
those  engaged  in  its  pursuit.  Jt  is  the 
most  dignified  form  of  manual  labor;  but 
useful  labor  in  all  its  forms  is  dignified. 
I  know  no  more  beautiful  tribute  to  la- 
bor than  that  of  the  great  Webster,  and 
with  it  I  m:iy  fittingly  close  this  addrv.ss. 
On  one  occasion  he  said:  "I  have  spo 
ken  of  labor  as  the  great  subntanti'il  in- 
terest on  which  we  stand.  Not  A.ii^al 
service,  nor  predial  toil ;  not  the  irksome 
drudgery  of  one  race  of  mankind  siibj'>ct- 
ed  on  account  of  color  to  another  rai-e  of 
mackinil.  But  labor,  manly,  intelligent, 
independent,  earning  its  own  wages,  ac- 
cumulating those  wages  into  capitil,  ed- 
ucating childhood,  maintaining  worship, 
claiming  the  right  of  tho  elective  fran- 
chise, helping  to  uphold  the  great  fabric 
of  State  itself.  That  is  A.mkkic.vn  la- 
iioK,  and  I  confess  all  my  sympathies  are 
with  it,  and  mv  voice,  until  I  am  dumb, 
shall  be  for  it."

Disrecjard  of  law  atid 
indifference  to  human  sutrcrirg  (or,  as  in 
the  ca."e  af  negroes  Mr.  Carlyb:  would 
probably  confider  it,  se>ni-Lumun  suffer- 
ing), where  "anarchy"  has  to  be  com- 
bated, or  an  inferior  race  has  to  be  taught 
submission  to  its  natural  rulers,  are  the 
principles  of  government  which  Mr.  Car- 
lyle has  for  many  years  been  sedulously 
instilling ;  and  he  would  be  untrue  to 
himsell  ii  be  did  not  wcL'omti  the  striking 
exemplification  lately  givm   in  Jamaica.

Robertson,  who  has  devoted  much  study 
and  attention  to  the  cultivation  of  fruit 
in  Minnesota,  has  received  a  collection  of 
apples  raised  in  dilirirent  parts  of  Min- 
nesota, embracirg  about  a  dozen  varie- 
ties, and  which  for  beauty  of  appearance 
and  dehcacy  of  lUvor  are  everything  that 
could  be  desired.  Specimens  of  those 
raised  in  Ramsey  and  Dakota  counties, 
in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  St.  Paul, 
were  left  at  this  oiiine.  These  were  re- 
apectively  named  the  Duchess  of  Ol- 
denburg, Autumn  Strawberry,  Talma 
Sweet,  R«d  Astrachan,  Fameuse,  and 
Wagner,  and  it  is  no  exaggeration  to 
state  that  r.o  finer  or  belter  apples  were 
ever  raised  anywhere.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
farmers,  gardeners  and  owners  of  sub- 
urban residences,  will  devote  a  little  at- 
tention to  (be  cultivation  of  this  excellent 
fruit.  A  few  years  of  care  and  observa- 
tion on  the  part  of  those  interested, 
would  be  sulljcient  to  secure  a  crop  of 
apples  large  enough  to  supply  the  demand 
of  the  State,  which  is  now  insufficiently 
supplied  by  importation.

J.  Ballard,  the  bee  tamer  Ironi  WnsonMO, 
was  in  full  liiasi— more  tbun  "ten  huudrcd 
thousand  million"  bees  swarmed  in  his  dis 
hovelled  locks,  coming  in  mottled  black  and 
yellow  lestuons  from  hui  drooping  eyelids  anil 
rabbit  cars,  and  entered  lii«  mouth  where  the 
grinders  had  decayed,  only  to  bo  blown  out 
again. 

In  the  booths  the  exhibition  articles  weru 
fast  disappearing.  John  II.  Ijikc,  of  .St.  Puul, 
with  his  lonp  array  of  Fail  banks'  scales,  had 
taken  first  premium  and  wus  ready  to  go,  but 
still  tbo  crowd  stepped  ono  by  one  upon  (ho 
splendid  scale  to  be  weighed.  Around  tbu 
coffee  and  auction  t>ooihs  the  people  swarmed 
like  bees,  and  only  left  when  the  trotters 
were  upon  the  course,  and  the  loud  (ones 
from  the  vicinity  ol  the  judges'  stand  to  "draw 
a  scratch  and  eUiir  tho  iratk,"  announced 
that  the  races  had  begun. 

About  noon  tho  track  was  cleared  for  a  foot 
race.  Underneath  tho  judgos'sland  nmc  men 
were  preparing  themselves  for  tho  cUort. 
Superlluous  clothing  was  discarded,  nnd  .soon 
the  nine  toed  the  scratch,  with  their  loins 
girded,  t-'ome  were  shoeless,  some  slot  king- 
less,  and  all  hatless.  At  the  word  "go,"  thu 
bound  lorwurd  was  like  that  of  startled  dcers 
and  the  struggle  commenced.  The  long  half 
mile  Uxed  musoiss  and  lungs  to  the  utmost, 
and  as  tho  classic  number  drew  round  ibo 
broad  aweep  of  the  course,  tho  runnlon 
was  in  single  file.  At  the  .[oartcr  mile  mark , 
the  had  dtopped  well  behind,  and  on  the 
homo  stretch,  the  gaps  between  tho  faithful 
were  widening.  The  foremost  passed  the  dis- 
tance mark  laboring  heavily;  close  behind 
came  a  runner  with  lips  firmly  closed  and 
elbows  tight  to  the  ribs,  moving  with  easy 
action,  whUe  under  the  moistened  eyebrows 
we  saw  the  steady  gleam  of  a  watchful,  confi- 
dent eye.  We  named  him  for  the  victor,  and 
as  the  two  neared  the  goal,  we  saw  tho  increa- 
sing stride  and  sudden  burst  of  speed,  and  the 
bound  over  the  score  that  gave  him  the  victo 
tory— won  by  John  Reed,  of  Mmona,  in 
2.30. 

Miss  Ricksicker,  of  Albert  Lea,  won  the 
prize  as  the  best  Equti'.rienne.  A  horse  rid- 
den by  ono  of  the  lady  compeUiora  bolted  the 
track  near  the  home  stretch  dm  ing  tho  tri.d, 
and  sheering  suddenly,  cast  hu  rider  from 
the  saddle.  She  was  not  seriously  injured, 
huwovrr. 

Three  of  the  five  children  who  were  on  an 
ox  sled  durhsg  one  of  the  snow  storms  of  last 
winter,  and  two  of  whom  perished,  were  on 
the  grounds.  One  boy  of  13.  has  neither  arms 
or  feet— another  of  8,  is  without  arms. 

Up  to  a  late  hour  the  Sanborn 
churn  and  butter  worker  was  in  oitera- 
tion.  It  has  received  great  atten- 
tion from  ail.  Time  and  labor  is  saved  on 
this  machine,  and  of  all  others  it  has  the 
greatest  speed  and  power.

The  first  piemiom  was  awarded  to  him  forthe 
best  portable  lour  ton  hay  scale,  and  a  nrst 
premium  for  the  display.  A  scale  ot  :;,iiio 
pounds  capacity,  for  store  use,  called  tho 
"Dormant. '  was  so  nicely  adjusted  that  the 
wcightof  a  light  card  turned  the  bar.  Six 
thousand  persons  were  weighed  uopn  this 
scale. 

At  twelve  o'clock  a  grand  display  of  prize 
anim  lis  took  place  upon  the  track. 

At  half  past  two  the  races  under  the  auspices 
of  tho  t-ocieiy  commenced.  Six  handred  dol- 
lars bad  been  offered  in  panes  of  »300  and 
tf-flO  for  trotting,  and  #l(K)  for  running.

There  were  also  puro  blooiied  Short- 
horn Durhams,  in  very  fine  condition  and  of 
handsome  appearance. 

Iho  exhibition  of  swine  was  small,  but  in- 
cluded some  pure  Sullulks  crossed  with  the 
.SutlolU  and  Chester  While,  and  tome  pure 
Chcsler  Whites. 

There  was  a  large  ncmlicr  of  sheep  upon 
(he  ground,  and  numbered  from  1  ,■>(«)  to  2,000, 
but  saw  no  such  sheep  brought  forward  as 
have  horetoloro  been  exhibited  in  our  Stato 
Fairs.  \  (cw  were  doubtless  very  fine,  but  tho 
majority  ot  ihcm  were  rather  of  a  low  grade 
of  wool. 

Tho  Executive  Comniiitee  used  every  pre- 
caution possible  to  have  a  fair  and  impartial 
trial  ol  farming  implements.  A  plowing 
match  was  entered  into  by  five  dillorcnt  com 
peiitors— two  single  plows,  one  with  a  sulUy 
attached,  and  two  gang  plows.  Ail  tbo  |>ar 
ties  expressed  themselves  satisfied,  and  the 
awards  were  made  accordingly. 

There  was  also  a  trial  of  reapers  wiiu  self 
rakes  and  baud  rakes.  In  a  rejected  liel  il  ot 
wheat  overgrown  with  grass.  Alter  tho  par- 
tits  had  cut  the  portions  astigoed  to  them  the 
President  called  tho  different  parlies  (ogethcr 
aud  asked  11  any  objections  were  made  to  the 
trial,  but  every  one  appeercd  satisfied.

It  was  tho  wi>h  of  the  .so- 
cety  to  have  bad  them  tried  in  operation,  but 
tie  time  was  iDsudlcicnt.  After  having  been 
examined  l>y  two  separate  commiltues,  I 
understand  (hut  the  "Massilon"  obtained  the 
first  premium. 

ibe  general  display  of  farming  machines 
was  very  large,  and  must  have  been  of  great 
v.iluc  to  the  agriculturalitis  of  the  State. 

Ihe  display  ot  buggies  made  by  (he  Wino- 
na oarridge  works.  Woods  &  Uran(,  was  by 
all  means  the  largest,  and  (he  workmanship 
was  of  such  a  quality  and  finish  as  would  do 
credit  to  any  manufactory  in  the  United 
Sutes.  There  is  no  belter.  The  blue  ribbon 
(first  premium)  was,  of  course,  awarded  to 
them. 

There  were  a  great  number  of  pumps  sunk 
upon  the  ground  by  simply  driving  a  cast 
iron  lube  into  the  ground  at  various  depths. 
Some  penetrated  the  earth  twenty  feet. 

We  think  that  at  this  fair  the  farmers  de- 
voted more  attention  to  the  inspection  of  all 
kinds  of  machinery,  in  which  they  are  inter- 
ested, and  of  necessity  have  to  purcbas.sthan 
is  usual  upon  such  occasions. 

U'oiversal  attention  was  also  bestowed  npon 
the  no  plus  ultra  washing  machine,  which 
combined  the  fulling,  rubbing  and  pressing 
operations,  and  took  tho  first  premium.

The  followiiij^  is  a  summary  of  the  news 
received  by  steamer  City  of  New  York, 
which   left   Liverpool   on    the   26th,    via 
Queenstovru,  .'Vtb. 


THE    ELEVTIOaiaTO-OAV. 

To-ilay  the  great  battle  of  the  centre  is 
to  be  fought.  PenusylvAuia,  Ohio,  Indi- 
ana and  Iowa— a  mighty  quartette— move 
upon  111'!  enemy's  works. 

Pennsylvania  will  choose  a  Uovernor, 
either  Gen.  Geary,  Republican,  or 
Heister  Clymer,  Copperhead,  and  a  Leg- 
islature on  which  depends  the  return  of 
Edgar  Cowan  or  a  true  man. 

Oliio  is  to  elect  1!)  Congressmen. 
Indiana  1 1  Congressmen,  with  a  Legis- 
lature, and  contingently  a  U.  S.  Senator, 
in  place  of  Senator  Lane,  who  declines   a 
aecond  teim. 

Iowa  chooses  six  members  of  Congress, 
a  legislature  and  several  St»te  officers. 

The  N'ew   York    World  claims  in   its 
latest  issue   received  here,  that  Pennsyl- 
Tania  will  elect  Clymer  by  1  j,0(X)  major- 
ity.    The   Republicans   think   they   will 
elect  Gen.  Geary  by  25,00O   or  30,000 
mnjority.     Last  year   Pennsylvania  gave 
a  Union  majority  of  i.'2.ti60  for  the  State 
Auditor.     The  vote,    however,  was  »ery 
light.     In  1861  the   vote  stood,  for  Lin- 
coln L'9C,3;VJ,   for   McClellan   276,808- 
Union      majority,      20,031.     In      1863 
the       Union       majority      for       Curtin 
over  Woodward  for  Governor  was  lo,32d. 
But  the  contest   will  now  turn  chiefly  on 
Congressmen.     The    administration   has 
mitle  desperate  tlTorts,  by  the  lavish  use 
of  patronage  and  money,  Co  elect  Demo- 
cratic candidates  in  some  of  the  doubtful 
districts,  ard    they  claiol   a   sure  gain  of 
four,  and   perhaps   more.  Congressmen. 
The   diiilricti)  which    the   administration 
has    struggled   hardest   to  wrench    from 
feeble  Republican  majorities,  are  the  Oth, 
1  Itb,  16th  and  17tb. 

In  Ohio,  the  contest  is  wholly  for  Con- 
gressmen, and  the  Democrats    expect  to 
gain  three— the  1st,  the  l;5th,  (Delano's) 
and  the  lOth.  (Ashley's)  and  perhaps  the 
3d.     The  Republican  majorities  are  very 
weak  in  bulb.     In  1H64  Ohio  gave  a  ma- 
jority of  59,686  for  Lincoln ;  in   I860   a 
majority  ol  20,936   for  Cox.     We  shall 
probably  hold  our  own  in   Ohio,   but  the 
prospect  is  more  doubtful  in  Indiana.    The 
Copperheads  have  strong  hopes  ef  gaining 
several  Congressmen,  as  the  Union  ma- 
jorities in  ecveral  districts  arc  very  small. 
In  1801  Indiasa  gave  a  msjooity  of  20,- 
180  for  Lincoln,  and  her  county  elections 
last  fall  showed  Union  giinr.     Several  in- 
fluential Bread   and  Butter    Republicans 
were  entrapped  into  the  Johnson   move- 
ment iu  Indiana,  and  it  has    beea    so  re- 
cently   converted     from    Copperhcadism 
that  some  apprehension   is  felt  about  it. 
The   canvass    Las   been   conducted   with 
great  vigor  on  both  sideu.     The  Chicago 
limes  confidently  prophesies  large  "Con~ 
•ervative,"  that  is   to  say.   Copperhead 
gains  in  Indiana. 

In  Iowa  the  Republican  nifjoiiurs  arc 
large  enough  to  take  care  of  tbemtelves 
if  i.nstead  of  Democratic  gains  lu  Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio  and  Indiana,  it  sh'  aid 
turn  out  that  the  Unionists  have  h.ld 
their  own  against  the  desperate  eflurta  of 
the  administration,  that  fact  will  ba  a 
splendid  triamph.

Ollicial  reports  from  Candia  published 
in  Alexiindna  s'aie  that  the  news  of  tbe 
defeat  of  the  Egyptian  troops  by  the 
Caiidiaas  is  itfrciura'e.  The  Egyptians, 
not  expecting  tht;  cuminencemeni  of  hos- 
tilities, were  temporarily  separated  from 
the  Turkish  troops.  Immediately  on  tbe 
arrival,  however,  of  Ishmael  Paseha  he 
succeeded  in  reuniting  tbe  Egyptian 
troops  with  th<i  Turkish  troops,  with  the 
loss  o^  only  l.")i)  in-n. 

The  Paris  Moniteur  says  that  in  Can- 
dia, unfortunp.teir.  blood  has  been  shed, 
but  insurrection  has  not  progressed.  Tbe 
arrival  of  the  Turkish  commissio»er  ap- 
pears to  have  produced  a  lavorable  im- 
pression, anil  up  to  tbe  present  time  uU 
hopes  have  not  been  abandoned  of  the 
success  ot  tbe  mission  with  which  be  is  in- 
vested.

It  gives  offi- 
cial authority  to  the  following  facts,  the 
evidence  of  which  was  obtained  by  white 
witnessee  exelosively : 

/'•>«<— Tbat  tbe  riot  was  rqltberatily 
planned  by  tbe  rebels  of  New  Orleans. 

Saeond — That  Mayor  Morroe  was  fully 
cognkant  of  tbe  movement,  and  purpore- 
ty  kept  bii  police  back  until  tbe  mob  bad 
began  their  work. 

3^tr<f— That  tbe  police,  two  thirds  of 
whom  were  ex-rebel  soldi«rs,  aided  with 
the  mob,  and  perpetrated  th3  moat  atro- 
cious outrages. 

Fourth — That  tbe  conspirators  and  the 
populace  were  exclusively  tbe  aggressors. 

Filfh — Tbat  but  for  tho  Interlerence  of 
tbe  military,  scenes  of  bloodshed  and  in- 
cendiarism would  have  followed,  surpass- 
ing in  horror  tbe  Gordoa  riots  in  London, 
or  any  similar  outbreak. 

Sixth— Tbiit  tbe  coppi^rhrad  press  bad 
been  fanning  the  smoldering  fires  of  trea- 
son until  they  burst  forth  ia  violence. 

jSeeen<A— Tbat  Northern  men  are  safe 
in  the  district  only  by  refiainiog  from  the 
expression  of  loyal  suLrimeots,  and  tbat 
even  with  this  precaution  they  would  not 
have  been  tolerated  bad  tbe  designa  of 
the  conspirators  folly  succeedt^d. 

Such  are,  in  brief,  the  principal  results 
to  which  an  impartial  commission  his  ar 
rived,  the  report  being  signed  by  the  fol- 
lowing gentlemen,  who  were  ordered  to 
investigate  tbe  matter:  Brevet  Msjor 
General  Mower,  U.  S.  A  ,  as  President;

gallery  was  not  more  than  llireu  nieiit'S 
broad  and  two  high.  Tbo  vau!;  and  its 
wads  were  jiiMiog  points  ol  ro>K,  wl.ich 
seemed  to  require  but  a  slight  sli'itk  to 
tail  upon  us.  It  theso  lragiii'*iits  wcri'  to 
grtt  louse  we  were  buried  alivn  in  lint 
abyss.  II  the  rivers  and  lakes,  wliuh, 
as  is  hinted,  may  be  found  in  tin-  p nh  ol 
tbe  perforation,  were  to  break  through 
some  opening,  tbey  would  swallow  us  up. 
Or  if  the  air  pipe  weni  to  burrt,  or,  what 
woald  be  still  worse,  il  the  air  conducted 
through  it  into  this  depth  were  su<ldenly 
to  lail!  And  ill  *  •  •  All 
ol  a  sudden  a  sinister  noise,  which  would 
have  been  apt  to  shake,  under  existing 
circumstances,  a  more  courageous  heart 
than  mine,  interrupted  the  series  ol  my 
bypotbesie,  and  made  mn  believe  in  thu 
immediate  realization  al  any  one  ol  tbi  ni 
'•Hum  V*  but  this  "hum"  was  not  iliat  ol 
tbe  cannon,  nor  that  ol  a  mine  which  is 
blown  up  in  the  open  ai-- ;  it  was  a  low 
noise,  a  doleful  sound,  instantly  rt>|>e.ited 
by  all  the  echoes  ol  the  gallery,  an<l  seem- 
ed to  sbake  the  whole  earth.  Involun- 
tarily I  syrang  up  and  raised  my  uyus  to 
the  vault,  as  though  I  was  <xi>ectinj{  to 
see  it  sink  down  upon  us.  "Hum,  bum, 
bum !"  live  or  six  ot'jer  bursts  of  thunder 
were  beard  m  rapid  succci- 
sion.  Then  tho  oaken  iloors 
opened,  and  an  immense  blast  ot 
yellow,  thick  and  suifjcating  smoke  en- 
veloped us,  and  then  continued  its  rapid 
march. 

"Mow,"  said  my  guide  to  me,  touching 
my  shoulder,  "we  go  on."  I  thankcil 
God  in  my  heart  at  finding  mystli  still 
alive,  and  quickly  rising  I  followed  the 
guide. 

Passing  througb  tbe  heavy  doori  and 
more  than  ever  feeling  our  way  in  tbe 
midst  of  stone  blocks  spread  in  tbe  gal- 
lery, which  became  mortt  and  liiore  nar- 
row and  low,  we  soon  perceived  in  tha 
midst  of  the  smoko  a  glaring  gas  li);ht, 
and  beard  a  sbarp  whiatling,  Oa  a  sud- 
den, smoke  and  heat  disai^peared,  and 
we  breathed  with  full  lungs  u  fre^h  aud 
beneficent  air ;  we  were  in  the  advanced 
gallery  al  the  extremity  of  tbe  tunnel, 
aud  in  Iront  of  us  was  the  affat'o,  armed 
with  bia  nine  perforators  which  incessant- 
ly strike  the  rock,  penetrate  into  it,  and 
with  each  stroke  spread  around  tbe  flash- 
ing iparki. 

Here  tbe  gallery  is  not  three  metres  in 
breadth,  and  at  the  utmost  two  metres 
and  a  halt  in  bright.  Tbe  affu*to—\hv, 
enormous  scaflold  or  timber-wurk  which 
supports  the  perforatmg  ma<;hines  ie  thus 
calied — Jlls  almost  the  whole  space.  In 
order  to  obeerve  the  action  of  tho 
machine,  we  were  obliged  cautiously  to 
grope  along  this  huge  frame,  Bi:d 
having  come  in  fror.t  of  it,  to  place  our- 
selves between  it  and  the  rock,  in  a  spice 
just  large  enough  to  hold  us.  As  a  ''om- 
pensaiion,  tbe  scene  here  is  as  curious  as 
It  IS  pleasant  to  look  at.  Thv  gallery  is 
brilliantly  illuminated ;  the  fresh,  com- 
pressed air,  which  constantly  flowi  in 
through  the  pipe,  ddatan  your  lungs. 
The  quick  stroked  the  iron  on  the  rock, 
the  whistling  of  the  escaping  air,  the 
cries  of  tne  workmen  who  call  each  oth- 
er, and  whose  voices  resonnd  c'ear  in  this 
pure  atmosphere  and  narrow  spaoe— all 
this  together  forms  a  strange  spectacle, 
full  ol  animation. 

Involuntarily  yon  feel  a  certain  ronti- 
ment  of  pride  when  you  behold  the^e 
marvelous  machines  which  maku  matter 
tbe  slave  of  man;  you  forget  that  >ou 
are  more  than  a  kilometre  and  k  half  re- 
moved from  tbe  outer  lile,  and  tbat  ab'^ve 
your  head  huge  mountains  tixe.  You 
lorget  the  dargers,  and  }oa  nharo  the 
qiiietness  ol  soul  of  tbe  woikiocn  who 
are  engaged  in  this  cavern.  Tbi  se  men 
seem  to  play  with  these  enormous  instru- 
ments ;  they  manage  them  like  docile  im- 
plements, they  direct  the  steel  point 
which  strikes  the  rock,  and  the  powerlul 
levat  wkiak  pitwaoa  tbo  Alps,  glides  be- 
tween tbeir  fintiera  like  tha  pUrtbint^  »r  > 

iJuld. 

They  leap  Lke  frogs  in  the  mi'lst  of 
these  sbarp  bars,  climb  over  tha  d:frcrent 
portions  of  this  monstrous  maobine,  and 
never  seem  to  think  that  at  any  moment 
a  cleft  may  appear  in  tbi  stone,  that  they 
can  be  crushed  to  atoms  by  the  tall  of  the 
superincua<bent  mats,  or  tbat  tho  steam 
which  tbey  make  tbeir  aoxiliary  with  its 
explosive  force  of  six  atmospheres,  can 
brtak  through  its  iron  fetters  and  jipread 
destruction  and  death  around  them. 

There  are  nine  perforators  at  work ; 
each  of  them  is  entirely  independent  ot 
tbe  other*,  and  may  be  stopped  without 
interference  with  the  rest.  It  is  much 
easier  to  describe  tbe  operation  Of  tbe 
perforator  and  its  effects  than  the  mechan- 
ism which  sets  it  in  motion.  Tbe  pro- 
pelling force  is  given  to  it  by  a  flexible 
conduit  which  carried  the  compressed  air 
in  a  cylinder,  which  is  placed  hor'Zon- 
tally  along  the  frame  or  carriage  of  the 
aff'usto.  In  this  cylinder  there  is  a  mnv- 
iog  piston,  to  which  is  fixed  a  steel  poiot, 
about  a  metre  long,  and  very  sbarp. 
The  piston  in  its  alternating  movements, 
pushes  the  steel  point  against  the  rock, 
and  draws  it  back  again ;  beside,  by 
means  ot  an  ingenius  mechanism,  it  com- 
municates to  tbe  latter  a  retatory  move- 
ment analageous  to  what  tbo  hand  of  a 
workman  would  give  it. 

We  arrived  at  the  gallery  at  a  very 
favorable  moment,  just  when  the  perfora- 
tor was  to  begin  its  attack.  A  steel  poiot 
was  by  means  of  a  flexiblo  joint  attached 
to  tbe  piston.  A  workman  placed  at  tbe 
front  ol  tbe  machine,  took  tho  poiot  and 
directed  it  against  the  rock  as  a  gardner 
would  do  with  thd  pipe  of  a  watcnng  pan  ; 
another  workman  carried  the  comprrdsed 
air  from  behind  into  tbe  alfuato.  and  tbe 
steel  point  began  its  formidable  batter- 
ing against  the  powerful  enemy.  "  Vac  ? 
toe  !  toe  !"  It  strikes  at  the  rate  of  200 
strokes  in  the  minute.  Two  mea 
direct  this  portion  of  the  machine ;  the 
one  gives  the  steel  poiot  its  general  di- 
rection ;  tbe  other,  standing  upri^^bt  on 
the  floor,  with  an  iron  hook  uiaiaiains 
the  point  at  the  place  where  it  strikes,  in 
order  to  prevent  it  Irom  deviating  from 
the  chosen  point  of  attack.  The  lorce  of 
each  stroke  is  00  kilograms,  and  as  by 
the  movement  of  tbe  piston  to  which  the 
steel  poiot  is  fixed,  it  strikes  tbe  ro<;k  at 
the  rate  of  18U  to  200  times  in  a  minute ; 
each  steel  point  exercises  on  tbe  placo  ni 
attack  a  force  equivalent  to  about  18,0(X) 
kilograms  per  minute. 

Tnis  work  is  going  on  day  and  night, 
holidays  and  Sundays.  A  thousand  work- 
m^u  empi  yed  at  each  end  of  the  perfor 
ation,  divided  into  three  gangs  relieve 
each  other,  each  portion  working  for 
eight  boors,  and  reposing  during  sixteen 
Tbe  only  interruption  rakes  place  on 
Kaster  Sunday  and  Christmas.  Aod  for 
ibis  constant  subterraneous  labor,  which 
is  beset  with  difEeulties  and  dangers  in 
tbe  n>idst  of  a  suffocating  hear,  and  io  an 
s'mosphere  infected  with  smoke,  tho  com- 
mon workingmen  do  not  earn  mnrn  than 
three  francs  daily,  and  tbe  others  lour  to 
five  francs. 

When  tbey  will  have  parsed  throni^h 
tbe  quartz  which  impedes  their  work,  the 
engineers  hope  to  meet  with  a  layer  of 
gypsum,  in  which  tbey  will  advance  at 
(he  rate  of  three  metres  a  day  On  the 
1st  ot  January,  18C6.  on  the  side  of  Bur 
donnoche,  tbu  tunnel  bad  reached  a 
length  of  6,110  metres,  and  on  the  French 
side  2  200,  in  the  whole  5,S10  metres, 
which  leaves  still  C  910  metres  to  be  per- 
lorated.  Unless  unlorseenciicumstauces 
happen,  it  is  hoped  that  the  entire  perfo- 
ration will  be  terminated  in  four  jears. 
and  the  tunnel  be  passable  from  one  end 
to  the  other  on  tbe  first  day  ol  January, 
1870. 

By  a  special  treatv  between  tbe  Italian 
government  and  Fiance,  tho  firnr  is 
obliged  to  undertake  alone  the  perfora 
tion  ol  the  Alps,  and  tho  latter  engHges 
herself  to  pay  a  subvention  of  19  OiiO.- 
000  francs.  Twenty-five  years  were  al 
lowed  to  Italy  for  the  accomplishment  of 
the  woik. 

As  matters  now  stand  it  will  require 
only  five  years  more  to  finisb  tbe  tunnel. 
However,  there  are  people  who  believo 
in  unforseen  obstacles — a  harder  kind  of 
rock  may  oppose  tha  work— subterra-

Tbe  power  of  majorities  baa  bad  a 
most  splendid  illastratton  within  tbe  past 
few  weeks,  in  tbe  Republican  victories 
achieved  in  Vermont  and  Maine.  These 
victories  did  not  simply  secore  to  Con 
grets  and  the  nation  a  return  of  tbe  right 
sort  of  representatives,  but  have  carried 
into  every  school  district  of  the  loyal 
States  an  assurance  tbat  tbe  Uke  result 
can  and  will  be  secured  in  all  the  States. 
Tbey  have  not  only  given  spirit  and  hope 
to  the  workers  ia  the  Republican  ranks, 
but  have  completely  dashed  away  the 
hope  of  the  Johnsonites,  and  those  too 
even  in  those  States,  where  tbey  seemed 
to  expect  success.  Tbat  thirty  thousand 
majority  Jn  Maine  will  swell  tbo  aggre- 
gate Republican  majority  in  tbe  North 
by  more  thaa  ont:  hundred  thousand 
Totes.  While  we  ari;  thus  indebted  to 
tbe  sturdy  Republicans  of  the  Sun-rise 
State,  for  their  huge  majority,  the  Re- 
publicans of  Minnesota  should  be  prepar- 
ed to  do  tfaeir  full  part  in  tho  coming 
election.  Some  will  answer  that  Minne- 
sota is  all  rigb^ ;  th^t^lhero  is  uu  ueed  Ot 
any  special  effort ;  that  the  opposition 
cannot  elect  a  Representative  to  Con  - 
gress,  or  control  either  branch  of  tbe 
State  Legislature. 

Possibly  this  maybe  true;  yet  we  shall 
Ijse  upon  ourselves  and  upon  our  politi- 
cal friends  in  the  country  the  inlluence  uf 
majorities.  Every  vote  given  to  a  ticket 
beyond  the  namtier  required  is  worth  as 
much  to  the  principles  of  tbe  party  as 
though  it  secured  the  success  of  tbo  ticket. 
Those  who  believe  that  certain  principles 
should  prevail  in  tbe  government  are 
bound  to  secure,  for  their  endorsement 
at  the  polls,  the  fullest  vote  possible. 

Iq  our  State,  last  November,  the  Re- 
piiSlicans  barely  escaped  a  defeat— tbey 
did  not  labor  to  obtain  for  iheiBsclves  or 
their  principles  the  inflaenca  of  a  major- 
ity worthy  of  any  praise,  they  are  con- 
tent to  carry  the  Slate,  and  with  a  very 
small  vote.  '  If  there  were  connty  com- 
mittees, they  bad  very  little  knowledge  o^ 
wbat  tbe  State  committee  was  driving  at, 
and  they  wera  content  to  let  the  towns 
take  card  of  themselves.  Tbo  result  was 
tbat  thousands  of  honest  Republican  vo- 
ters did  not  go  to  tbe  polls.  Tbey  were 
not  made  to  take  a  correct  view  of  tbeir 
obligations  to  tbeir  party  or  their  princi- 
ples. From  all  appearances  the  State 
committee  the  present  year  has  so  much 
faith  in  tbe  people  tbat  it  does  not  in- 
tend to  make  any  arratgements  fcr  a 
thorough  and  systematic  campaign. 
Wbi'e  we  do  not  fear  tbe  people,  this 
course  on  the  part  of  the  committee  is 
withoat  eicuse.  In  every  other  North- 
western State,  every  county,  aud  every 
nook  and  comer  of  each  county  is  ablaze 
with  excitement— and  to  every  voter,  by 
the  campaign  document  and  the  stomp 
speaker,  are  brought  home  the  political 
issues  of  the  hour.  In  short,  our  State 
committees  should  lay  out  work  for  tbe 
county  committees — requiring  of  them 
•he  appointment  of  town  committees, 
which,  in  turn,  abould  canvass  every  dis- 
uict  in  tbeir  towns,  report  the  expected

Merrick,  whose  antecedents  iLey  allegn 
to  bod  tbu  very  worst  description,  aud 
who  was  arrested  on  Thursday  last,  on 
the  complaint  of  a  Mrs.  Newcastle,  who 
is  a  respectable  and  fine  looking  woman 
of  thirty  or  thirty-five  years,  and  ber  con 
versation  gives  evidence  of  cultivation 
and  reliiicment : 

Mrs.  Julia  Muzzy,  a  witness  in  tbe 
case,  appears  to  be  a  little  older  than 
Mrs.  NewcMtle,  who  is  said  to  be  her  sis- 
ter. Mrs.  Muzxy  keeps  a  boarding  bouse 
on  Indiana  ttreel,  and  it  was  here,  about 
lour  weeks  ago,  tbat  Mrs.  Newcas 
tie  first  met  Merrick.  He  eeenicd  to  be 
an  engineer  and  machinist,  and  tecoiuing 
acquainted  with  ber  husband,  frequently 
called  at  their  house.  Mr.  Newcastle  is 
a  third  bjsband,  it  is  slated.  Mis.  New- 
castle having  been  divorced  from  two 
busoands,  wbo  are  still  living  in  tbe  city. 
Makii<g  strong  profes.iions  ol  friendly  iu- 
ittiest  in  ibt  Newcastlt  s,  Merrick  quite 
won  the  confidence  ol tue  husband  and 
exercised  much  infiuence  over  bim.  Ascer- 
ttining  that  Newcastle  had  bad  two  pre- 
decessors in  tbe  atiections  of  his  wile, 
Meriick  sought  him  a  few  days 
since  and  told  him  secretly  that  one  ol  bis 
wife's  former  husbands  hsid  first  discov- 
ered the  fact  ol  his  marriage  to  him  and 
was  then  planning  his  arrest.  Ho  assured 
Newcastle  that  the  law  in  such  cases  was 
very  severe  and  advised  him  to  leave  thu 
country  without  delay.

on  Tuesday  allcrnoon,  which  was  granted 
—bail  being  ri({uired  for  five  Luudrcd 
dollars.

$1,500.  An  aflidavil  ol  tbo  plaintilf  was 
read,  stating  tbat  she  bad  designated  tbe 
station  house  as  tbo  place  where  defend- 
ant might  meet  his  children  bitcause  she 
had  uo  other  place  to  go,  unless  i'.  was 
tbe  public  street;  that  sbi^  was  living

eijual  civil  rif-bta  to  all— the  sentiment 
has  bccoibe  established  \h\t  he  has  nobly 
earned  the  position  of  a  freeman,  and 
throii^b  all  tbe  land  should  enjoy  ail  the 
privilt'ges.  Public  sentiment  biis  ulready 
settled  this  i]ueslion,  and  it  is  unne  cs- 
sary  so  far  as  it  is  concerned  lor  ine  to 
occupy  the  time  with  such  poor  remarks 
as  T  may  have  to  ofTer. 

but,  hir,  while  we  have  heard  Ihe  sub- 
ject 60  ably  discussed  on  the  part  ol  tLe 
old  line  Republicans  and  new  line  Demo- 
crats, it  would  seem  appropriate  ihut  ttiu 
views  of  that  section  of  the  Union  party

Ilcv.  Henry  Ward  Ueecher  Imn  a  sun,  who 
is  an  olllcer  in  the  regular  army.  Tbis  son 
was  dismissed  from  tbe  Ber\Meo  by  a  nnrt 
martial  I'Ome  rigbteeo  months  v.go,  and  wus 
restored  and  promoted  by  Andrew  Jobnsim 
aliout  Ibe  time  tbat  Mr.  Beerhor  llrst  l>ecnme  a 
cbuinpion  of  "my  policy."  The  rcitoratiun  of 
young  Betcbor  almost  created  a  mutiny  in  the 
regiment  from  whub  be  had  been  expelled, 
anil  some  coiuproniiso  bad  to  l>e  elfectcd  to 
avert  the  scandal.  Whether  the  junior  Ueecher 
remains  in  the  army,  rir  whether  ho  was  al- 
lowed to  resign,  we  are  not  informed.  Ihc 
facts  alx)\c  mentioned  were  quite  notorious 
among  army  ufflcers  last  year,  and  also  afDong 
tbe  wise  men  of  Ilio  Congrecational  Church. 
Whether  tbe  res'oralion  of  the  son  explains 
Mr.  Becchci's  anxiety  lor  tbo  restoration  of 
tbo  iionth,  wc  cannot  bfllrm.  It  is  at  least 
unfortunate  that  the  two  things  should  buvo

A  meeting  was  hold  this  evening  at  which 
Messrs,  Norton,  Junes  and  I'umroy  delivered 
themselves  of  lenethy  speeches. 

iSonator  Norton  said  he  had  no  vindication 
to  make  of  bis  past  career,  fur  his  record  was 
known  to  all.  All  armed  opposition  to  the 
government  had  ceased ;  there  was  now  not 
an  arm  raised  against  it.  Vet  the  Rt'publican 
partv  tell  us  that  tho  war  was  a  failure;  that 
tho  Union  is  dissolved.  When  tbe  Tresidcnt 
had  delivered  his  message  in  l)c(cnil>cr,  1H6.>, 
it  was  the  duty  ot  Congress  to  complete  the 
rccon§tructiou  by  the  rcadmissiun  of  tho 
Seuthern  States  (o  seats  in  Congress.  Instead 
of  that  iliry  seemed  to  try  to  devise  some 
meana  to  kcip  them  out.  The  Constitution 
provides  that  each  State  is  entitled  to  two 
Senutors.and  ho  thought  it  bis  duty  to  see  that 
they  have  that  representation.  Ho  said  there 
is  a  law  in  loreo  rdiuiriog  an  oath  (l)efore 
taking  seats  in  Congri;ss.)  that  they  have  not 
assisted  in  the  rebellion  against  the  govern- 
ment. Thus  no  traitor  can  bo  admitted. 
Tennessee  was  admitted  on  the  mere  pretext 
that  she  had  adopted  the  constitutional 
amendment.  That  adoption  was  a  mere  sham. 
Loyal  men  from  Arkansas,  Florida  and  Mis- 
sissippi were  refused  seats.  We  are  told  that 
Congress  has  proposed  terms  on  which  these 
States  might  lie  nproscntcd.  Tbo  asser- 
tion is  false.  He  had  nu  patience  with 
men  of  intelligcnco  who  would 
delil)erately  circulate  such  misrepresentations. 
Congress  does  not  mean  to  allow  those  States 
a  representation  on  any  terms.  Ho  believed 
that  Congress  intended  to  impose  on  the  peo- 
ple the  Now  Kngland  ideas  of  Republican 
government.  Ho  considered  loyalty  obedi- 
ence to  law,  and  that  the  South  is  just  as  obe- 
dient to  law  aud  hence  just  as  loyal  as  tbe 
citi/.ens  of  Minnesota.  He  had  enough  con- 
Udcneo  in  the  people  to  bellovu  that  they  will 
restore  the  Union  in  spite  of  Congress. 

R.  A.  Jones  being  then  introduced,  said  be 
had  made  a  speech  tt  lew  days  ago  in  which 
he  attempted  to  show  that  tho  Southern  States 
are  yet  in  the  Union.  If  they  are  yet  in  tho 
Union  they  certainly  have  a  right  to  repro- 
sentition  in  Congress.  He  went  into  tho  war 
for  the  purpose  of  preserving  tho  Union ;  and 
now  shall  we,  and  especially  we  Republicans, 
seek  to  destroy  tbe  Union  wo  havo  so  long 
latKircd  to  save  :  It  would  bo  as  rcasonalile 
to  attempt  to  «xc:udo  Minnesota  Iroui  tho 
right  of  representation  in  Congress  as  to  ex- 
clude one  ttf  the  States  lately  in  rebellion. 
He  said  that  In  traveling  from  the  Mississippi 
to  the  I'adiic  ocean,  he  Ijcheld  a  country  thu 
nlu.^t  Ih)  one.  H  saw  there  a  lake  alwut  which 
there  existed  a  fable.  That  it  was  ted  by  100 
rivers,  2-5  from  the  North,  2 '» from  tho  South,  25 
from  the  Kast  and  25  from  tbe  West— that 
ac  'ording  to  the  faiile  there  was  at  one  time  a 
drouth  during  which  tho  streams  dried  up, 
and  when  there  came  rain  again  and  the 
streams  from  the  South  l)egnn  to  rise,  the 
streams  from  the  North  contended  that  they 
had  no  right  to  How  into  the  lake.  But  the 
rain  contiuucd  to  lall  and  tbe  rivers  continued 
to  rise  till  they  at  length  forced  their  way  in. 


He  thought  that  lake  a  fit  representation  of 
tho  Union.  It  would  l>e  impussililo  ti)  keep 
ths  Southern  States  out  of  the  llnlun— thoy 
would  forcr  their  Wiiy  in.  When  Wigfall, 
Benjamin,  Davis  and  others  left  Congress,  wo 
ropulilicans  said  they  had  gone  south  to  Ore 
the  southern  heart.  The  radical  mcinlieni  of 
tho  3'Jih  I'ongre*  havo  now  gone  home  to  tiro, 
not  tho  southern,  but  tho  northern  hearu. 
He  Raid  lurthcr,  when  my  opponent  addresses 
yon  ho  will  advance  no  Brgiimint.  llo  will 
toll  yen  they  aro  attempting  to  IntriKlurr  red 
handed  traitors  to  Congress,  thus  he  will  try 
to  tire  the  northern  heart.  Ho  would  like  to 
know  by  what  law  or  by  what  authority 
Congress  would  exclude  (iiiy  State  from  rep- 
resoutation  in  Congress  They  do  it  without 
law— They  do  it  m  tho  fiu-o  or  (Jod  and  high 
hoavcn  without  ouy  excuite  except  tliat  thuy 
are  determined  fu  have  tho  control,  right  or 
wrong.  Unless  Republicans  will  lay  aside 
their  prrjiidleos,  tho  time  will  soon  come  when 
they  will  fuel  tliat  they  have  voted  lor  men 
who  souglit  to  destroy  the  I'nion. 

Mr.  I'umroy,  of  Chicago,  was  introduced 
and  remarked 

It  has  always  l)uvu  a  i.  ;iiiira  in  my  history 
never  to  fear  to  oxpross  my  seuiiuicnoi  at  any 
time  Tbo  Republican  party  are  pursuing  a 
course  that  will  certainly  lead  to  tho  destruc- 
tion of  the  (Jovernmcnt.  Tho  3'Jth  Congress 
havo  found  a  job  on  their  hands  more  than 
tlioy  can  manage,  and  now  return  and  on  their 
knees  ask  you  to  send  them  back  to  tinisb  tbe 
jiib,  lor  tho  safety  of  tho  (ii>vernmeut  depends 
upon  it.  If  you  send  Jones  and  Culvdio  to 
Oongress  it  will  give  you  a  world  wide  repu- 
tation, and  will  show  thit you  are  determined 
to  sustain  tho  Constitution  und  tho  Union. 

After  speeches  from  Col.  George  and  Amos 
Coggswell,  Mr.  Jones  gave  notice  that  a  sub- 
scription would  be  circulated  fur  tho  benefit 
ofccrtain  poor  and  distre.xsed,  in  tUo  vicinity, 
and  urged  tho  iTlieral  support  cf  all. 

Ono  uutside,  donu-troddcu  Irishmai  came 
to  tho  door  and  demanded  adiniision.  Be- 
ing refused  admissiun  on  the  ground  that  he 
was  not  just  at  that  time  in  a  sulUeicntly  so- 
ber mood  to  Ix^  (utitlod  to  a  seat  ia  that  ccn- 
vention,  whereupon  tho  outsider  vorifcralcd 
lustily  bis  claims  to  an  C'lual  right  there  with 
them;  but al>  to  no  purpose.

Surely  ic  was 
as  physically  possible  for  any  rebel  ^tate 
to  have  elected  Senators  and  R-iprea«n- 
titives  to  the  Congress  of  (be  I'nitcd 
States  during,  us  before,  or  al- 
fr,         iLc         wir  And         if        it 

WAS  morally  iiupotsible — why?  Simply 
because  it  was  too  palpably  absurd  an 
idea  to  enter  any  human  btad  (hat  States 
ai.  war  with  the  government  were  entitled 
to  participate  in  it ;  because  those  bitates 
knew  very  well  Ihnt  (htir  hostile  relations 
to  (he  United  States  govtrnmcnt  cancel- 
led tleir  right  to  representation  in  Con- 
gress, and  bccaute  tb.'y  knew  very  well 
that  if  they  bad  sent  bcnators  and  He|.- 
resen(ativf»,  beyond  (heir  iiiilituiy  lines 
to  ^Vtebiigtoi),  tbiy  wouJU  have  baen 
subject  to  arna-  as  jiubiic  enemies,  to  be 
bung  ss  rpi<  8  or  held  as  prisoners  ci 
war,  and  would  have  been  ushered,  not 
to  seats  in  CoDgre.'s,  but  to  celis  iu  Tort 
Lafayette. 

It  is  no  wonder  Ibc-n  that  the  i'ioiucr 
declines  to  answar  our  >juestion  whether, 
under  such  ciioumstunwvs,  men  recognized 
by  our  c^  uris  as  public  enemies,  accred- 
ited by  govenimenis  engsged  jn  making 
war  by  land  and  sea  upon  the  United 
States,  would  be  entitled  ta  seats  in 
Congress? 

For  that  question  impales  it  upon  tbe 
horns  cf  a  dilemma  from  which  there  isco 
possible  extrication. 

To  answer  it  afUrmatively  ;  to  say  that 
States  at  war  with  tbe  (Government  have 
a  righf  to  paiiicipate  in  tbe  Government, 
through  Keprtseniatives  elected  in  the 
enemy's  camp,  and  accredited  by  a  hos- 
tile power,  is  to  reduce  to  a  monstrous 
and  palpable  absurdity  tbe  doctrine  that 
these  States  cannot  divest  themselves  or 
be  divested  of  the  right  ol  representation 
in  Congress — and  yet  tbii  rtductio  ad 
absurdum  tullows  by  inevitable  logical 
sequence  frcm  the  doctrine  in  question, 
but  to  answer  it  negatively  \  to  say 
that  States  at  war  with  tbe  Govern- 
ment have  nut  tbe  right  to  send  Repre- 
sentatives to  Congress,  is  to  abandon  in 
express  termt  the  doctrine  that  the  right 
is  inherent  and  indefeasible.  It  is  to 
admit  that  there  was  in  fact  a  period  ol 
time  and  a  condition  of  things  when  tbo 
lately  rebel  States  bad  not  a  right  to 
send  Representatives  to  the  Congress  of 
tbe  United  States. 

Our  neiKhbor  is  thus  reduu^td  to  tbe 
absolute  logical  necessity  of  admitting, 
either  by  an  atiirmativo  answer 
to  our  interrogatory,  that

Wa.iiiinoton,  Oct.  .').— Second  Au- 
ditor French  has  just  made  the  follow-ng 
important  decision  relative  to  (ho  pay- 
ment of  additional  bounties  authorized  by 
the  last  Congress :  Upon  consultation  be- 
tween tbe  accounting  olHrers  in  relation 
to  certain  ijuestions  arising  under  (he  act 
olJuly  L'Sth,  18r)('.,  it  ha*  been  decided 
that  where  a  soldier  served  out  a  two 
years'  enlistment,  and  (ben  rc-enlistud, 
was  promoted,  and  died  in  tb;  service  as 
a  commisMored  olHcer,  hii  heirs  are  not 
entitled  to  additional  bounty,  nor  are  the 
heirs  of  a  soldier  enlisted  w'.id  w.»s  trans- 
ferred to  the  uavy  and  died  iu  the 
service.  I'arents  of  a  deceased  sol 
dicr,  under  the  regulations  of  the 
Secretary  of  War,  must  appiar  in  the 
application  for  additional  bcuniy.  and  in 
cases  where  the  futber  has  ulrea'ly  np- 
plied,  tbo  application  of  tbt;  inotber,  if 
living,  must  also  be  presi  ntcd.  Where 
the  mother  is  dead,  tbo  fact  should  I  e 
stated  in  the  la'her's  application.  1'  - 
rents  of  a  decased  soldier  who  residei  in 
a  foreign  country  arc  not  en'i  led  to  ai'- 
ditional  boui  ty.  P.iragrapb  ri;;l>t  ot  tie 
rKgulaiions  issued  by  tbu  Secretary  of 
War,  declares  that  tbe  act  of  July  28, 
186C.  creates  no  rights  of  inheritance 
beyond  those  vested  by  ho  law  under 
which  their  heirs  received,  or  were  enti- 
tled to  receive,  the  original  bounty,  and 
as  by  the  act  ol  July  11th,  IsOl',  such  lor- 
eign  heirs  were  excluded  from  receiving 
the  ori);inal  bounty,  they  CHnnot  recover 
the  additional  bounty.  Where  tbe  pa 
rents  of  a  soldier  have  been  divorced, 
or  have  separated  by  mutual  consent, 
the  same  rules  govern  the  settlement  of 
tbe  act  lor  additional  bounty  as  have 
been  heretofore  followej  in  tl  u  settU 
ment  of  similar  cai<es.  When  the  claim 
of  a  widow  of  a  soldier  is  pending  for  ar- 
rears of  pay  and  bounty,  the  addiiional 
pay  and  bounty  will  be  allowed  in  tbe 
same  application,  upon  proof  that  she 
h.\d  not  married  again  prior  to  tbj  28th 
of  July,  1866  In  applications  now  pen- 
ding by  the  guardian  of  tbe  children  of  a 
soldier,  where  their  ages  have  bsen  omit 
ted,  evidence  must  be  furnished  giving 
Ibe  name  of  each  additional.  Itounty  to 
discharged  soldiers  can-.ioi  be  paid 
through  tbe  Second  Auditor's  Ollice,  and 
no  application  for  it  whera  tbe  discharge 
is  claimed  to  have  been  lost  will  bo  en- 
tertained.

— The  Cincinnati  Enquirer  takes  a  bold 
view  cf  tbo  Maine  election.  It  says  tbo  great 
increase  of  tbe  Union  msjority  in  that  State 
was  because  the  I)«mocrats  "made  no  contest 
this  year,  reserving  their  efforts  fur  other 
States." 

— Tbe  Troy  Times  reports  a  case  of  a 
dying  criminal  who  wished  'o  make  a  confes- 
sion of  bis  crimes,  but  was  prevented  by  bis 
paramour,  who  guarded  his  liedside  night  and 
day  until  the  death  rattle  In  his  throat  reliev- 
ed bim. 

— A  young  Englishman  who  has  been 
eking  out  a  wretched  existearc  in  New  York, 
by  liegging  from  e'oor  to  door,  and  iloeplng 
on  tbo  City  ilall  steps  or  among  the  docks,  was 
a  lew  days  since  ialormed  of  the  death  of  a 
titled  relative  In  tbe  old  conDtry,by  which  bo 
is  left  heir  to  nearly  950,000. 

— The  cable  across  the  Straits  of 
Nortbambcrland,  connecting  New  Brunswick 
witb  PriQce  Edward's  Island,  was  successfully 
Uid  i>y  tbe  steamer  Medway,  on  Taekday 
last,  and  tho  Medway  and  Terrible  then 
steamed  immediately  for  England. 

— The  rebel  flag  was  displayed  at  a 
tournament  recently  held  at  Leeiiburg,  \'a. 
Licesburg  rot  being  ia  tbe  ronta  between 
Washington  and  Chicago,  tho  "(la;;  with  the 
tbirty-six  stark"  was  not  left  there,  and  the 
citizens  were  compelled  to  fall  back  on  their 
old  bunting,  witb  only  eleven  twinkiers. 
They  seemed  to  like  It  just  as  well. 

— General  McDowell,  commanding  in 
Calitomia,  has  issocd  an  order  authorUing 
tbe  enlisting  and  employment  of  one  hun- 
dred Indian  scouts  to  operate  agaiust  tbe  In- 
dians in  Arizona. 

— Miss  Maria  8.  Cummins,  authoress 
of  tbe  "Lamplighter,"  "Mal)el  Vaughn,"  and 
other  well  known  works,  died  at  Dorchester, 
Mass., on  tbe  13th  ult. 

— Governor  Cummings,  of  Coloraoo, 
whom  the  people  have  seriously  talked  of 
lynching,  bas  committed  a  fresh  outrage  by 
stealing  tbe  great  seal  of  the  Territory. 

— Tbe  Constitutional  Amendment  has 
b'en  ratified  l>y  Oregon,  making  six  States 
that  have  given  it  their  endorsement. 

Postmaster  (ieneral  Randall  has  re- 
ceived from  special  post  cttlce  agent  Law- 
rence, a  box  containing  specimens  of  monn- 
tain  salt  from  tbe  Nevada  mining  regions. 
They  aro  floe,  pure  and  almost  transparent. 
One  of  tbe  pieces  shows  tbe  (ace  of  the  moun- 
tain from  which  ail  are  taken.  Tbo  other 
pieces  ware  taken  back  from  tbe  sarfsca.  This 
salt  comas  from  a  mountain  of  pure  $a1t,  sev- 
eral layers  in  extent,  and  several  thousand 
feet  in  height.  It  Is  situated  in  the  extreme 
southern  part  of  Nevada,  between  the  1  l.ith 
and  lltith  west  longitude.  Mr.  Lawrence  says 
there  pieces  aro  not  flilr  specimens,  bat  In  his 
next  trip  to  that  region  bo  will  undertake  to 
procure  a  block  of  a  toot  square  of  such  trans- 
parency that  a  newspaper  can  be  read  throngb 
It. 

—At  tho  Republican  National  Conven- 
tion of  U04,  when  a  proposition  was  made  in 
tbo  Wisconsin  delegation  to  unite  tbeir  vote 
in  favor  of  Ant'rew  Johnson  for  Vice  Presi 
dent,  Gov.  Uandall.now  Johnsons  right  hand 
man  and  Postmaster  Oenerai,  opposed  the 
motion.  "No,"  be  said,  "I  know  Andrew 
Johnson  better  than  yaa  do.  H*t*  a  bad, 
(rmchtrout  man,  and  tini(t  for  the  offct." 


THE  NEW  ORLEANS  MASSACRE. 

Ropurt  of  tho  Military  Com- 
mlSBioD. 

Tlic   Adiulnltlrutlou  Krxiiutiiil 
bicfor  the  4'rliiir. 

Tlio  Maaaauro   Plunnod  l>y  Jolm- 
Hon's  SupporturB. 

The  leport  of  the  military  coiiiiuissiuii 
appuiiitud  to  iiivestigato  thu  Now  <  Orleans 
riots,  to  which  wu  alluded  yuatcrday, 
is  too  long  for  our  limited  Hpaco,  and  wc 
are  obligml  to  (tonlent  ourselves  wiib  as 
full  an  abstract  as  possible. 

Tbu  Board,  alter  expressing  tbu  opin- 
ion that  the  immediate  causes  ol  tho  out- 
break aro  to  be  Iound  in  the  violent  feel- 
ings of  hostility  toward  tbo  so-called  Con- 
vention of  18G4,  which  has  for  some  (imo 
prevailed  in  the  c0mmuni(y,  recapitulatu 
thu  well  known  events  preceding  (he 
riot,  denouncing  (he  assertion  of  (be  reb- 
el .Mayor,  Monroe,  th.tt  ho  bad  applied 
to  Gen.  l(.iird  lor  troops  (u  preserve  or- 
der, and  received  thu  Gcncrars  promise 
toiurnish  them  ou  Friday  or  Saturday 
preceding,  as  altugetber|unsustained  by 
'.be  evidence.     On  this  point  (hey  say  : 

Supposing  Gen.  Uaird  and  Mayor 
Monroe  to  be  of  eijual  crodibili(y  under 
oa(h,  the  evidence  of  Lieut.  Gov.  Voor- 
hies.  Gen.  Ilerron  and  (be  Chief  cf  Po- 
lice Adams,  is  suflicient  to  indicate  on 
which  side  tbo  false  swearing  lies. 

Tbe  commission  report  iu  relation  to 
Gen.  Baird. 

Had  h<«,  without  tho  slightest  request 
from  the  civil  auth  iritics  or  intimation 
that  they  were  not  amply  competent  to 
keep  tbe  peace — h:kd  bo  brouf>ht  up  tho 
troops  and  stationed  them  around  the 
building,  the  r.ot  would  havo  been  pre- 
vented, but  this  course  woull  have  been 
complained  of  as  uncalled  lor  uiurpation, 
would  have  been  construed  into  taking 
sides  witb  the  convention,  and  in  (<en. 
Hiird's  opinion  would  not  have  received 
the  approval  of  his  superiors. 

Un  tho  morning  ot  (ho  rio(,  (iiii. 
Baird  is  under  tl>e  impression,  Kliarcd  by 
"lembers  of  this  commission,  and  known 
by  (hem  to  have  been  prevalen(,  iba'  the 
hour  ol  meeting  was  to  be  (>  p.  m 
Mayor  Monroe  states  that  in  hisiipplica- 
(ions  for  troops  he  stated  tbe  hour  of 
meeting  to  be  12,  but  tbe  Commission 
have  already  given  their  reasi  ns  for  dis- 
crediting (his  witness,  and  for  b.  lieving 
that  such  alleged  applications  were  never 
made. 

At  last,  at  some  time  between  10  and 
li.'  on  Monday  morning.  Gov.  Voorhies 
assents  to,  or  Gen.  Baird  proposes,  the 
sending  of  troops.  It  is  assented,  and 
now,  lor  tbe  first  time.  Gen.  Uaird  bas 
tbe  request  or  sanction  of  the  civil  power 
lor  the  presence  ol  his  troops.  He  does 
not  wait  for  a  lormil  requisiiiot),  nor  does 
be  ask  why  tbe  LirnteEantfiovernor  acts 
in  the  place  of  the  Governor.  11^  tiends 
a  message  at  once  lor  troops,  and  tells 
the  Lieutenant  fiovernor  bo  will  have 
them  in  the  streets  an  hour  .beiore  the 
Convention  met.  He  thinks  that,  if  the 
Governor  noticed  this  remark,  ho  must 
have  seen  that  there  was  an  error  about 
tbe  time,  as  it  was  then  nearly  \1  o'clock. 
From  that  time  it  cannot  be  denied  that 
Gen.  Baird  used  every  effort  to  hasten 
tbe  arrival  of  the  troops,  who  did  not, 
unfortunately,  come  up  until  tbe  slangbt- 
cr  was  over,  and  the  riot  had  ceased  at 
that  point. 

On  a  reviuw  of  this  evidence,  the  Board 
cannot  but  decide  that  no  blame  sbonld 
be  attached  to  Gen.  Baird  for  his  action 
in  tho  premises.  Under  the  impression 
that  the  hour  ol  meeting  was  six,  the 
troops  had  not  ({uitted  tbe  barracks,  and 
shortly  before  12  the  General  receives  for 
the  first  time  the  re<{uest  or  sanction  of 
the  civil  authorities  lor  thrrir  appearance. 
It  was  (hen  too  late.

!t  seems  that,  on  the  Saturday  before, 
an  informal  meeting  of  the  mayor  and 
different  members  ot  the  city  council,  the 
chief  ol  police,  and  somo  of  the  promi- 
nent merchants,  was  held  for  the  purpose 
ol  considering  the  situation,  and  do 
ciding  upon  a  coarse  of  action.  To  this 
meeting  was  invited  c\  (icn.  F.  J.  Iler- 
ron, who  wai  asked  for  bis  opinion.  He 
replies  that,  though  politically  oi>posed  to 
that  party,  be  would,  were  be  mayor.allow 
the  convention  to  meet  and  send  bis 
whole  police  force  there  for  tbeir  protec- 
tion, and  let  tbe  mst'er  of  arrest  by  the 
sheriff  be  referred  to  Washington  as  pro- 
posed. This  opinion  meets  with  favor, 
except  from  one  person,  who  thinks  that 
tbe  convention  should  be  hung  \  and  Gen. 
Ilerron  with  tbe  full  imprussion  that  such 
course  has  been  decided  on — that  the 
matter  will  be  protected  by  the  police, 
and  no  violence  occur.  But  at  twelve 
o'clock  Sunday  night  the  night  watchmen 
are  drawn  off'  their  beats,  and  held  at  the 
various  stations.  In  tbe  morning  tbe 
whole  uniformed  police  are  massed  and 
held  in  readiness.  Whether  by  orders  or 
without  orders,  nearly  every  man  is 
armed.  They  are  not  sent  to  the  con- 
vention lor  i's  protection,  as  advised  by 
Gen.  Ilerron ;  on  tbe  contrary  they  are 
scrupulously  kept  from  appearing  on  tbe 
streets — the  mayor,  as  he  states,  relying 
on  his  proclamation  to  keep  away  (he 
whites,  and  on  tbe  troops,  which,  as  he 
states,  (>«n.  Baird  had  promised  to  send, 
to  keep  (he  negroes  in  order.  He  fears 
that  tbe  appearance  ol  the  police  might 
overawe  the  convention. 

It  was  during  this  adjournment  that  a 
procession  of  negroe>,  with  a  drum  and 
tife,  and  a  United  Sutes  tUg  approached 
the  building.  As  might  have  been  ex- 
pected, in  marching  through  the  excited 
crowd  that  filled  the  str<>ets.  a  collision 
occurred ;  the  procession  was  iasnlted, 
and  a  shot  or  two  fired — it  would  seem  at 
the  procession,  though  there  is  conllict- 
ing  evidence  on  this  point.  But  this  dii- 
(urbance  is  qusckly  over,  a  negro  is  ar- 
rested and  taken  away.  The  proces- 
sion re-forms  and  marches  on  to  the 
building  On  arriving  in  front,  tbe  street 
is  nearly  clear,  the  crowd  of  negroes 
previously  there  having  been  addressed 
by  members  of  tbe  convention  to  disperse. 
There  is,  however,  a  crowd  of  whit«s  and 
some  police  near  the  corner  of  Canal 
street.  While  the  procession  is  standing 
there  it  is  insulted  by  a  white  boy,  who 
in  return  is  set  upon  by  the  blacks.  He 
is  rescued  by  a  policeman,  who  takes  him 
in  the  direction  of  Canal  street.  Bricks 
arc  thrown  after  them,  and  a  shot  tired, 
whether  from  the  negroes  or  white  crowd 
eannot  be  decided,  as  tbe  evidence  is 
conflicting.  This  is  the  signal  for  the 
white  crowd,  consisting,  according  (o 
Mr.  Todd's  evidence,  oi  paroled  ex- 
Confederate  soldiers,  to  open  a  smart  fire. 
This  was  returned  by  sued  of  the  negroes 
— about  ten  or  a  dozen — as  hid  revol- 
vers, and  by  the  rest  with  brickbats. 
This  continues  lor  a  few  minutes,  until 
the  superiority  of  fire-arms  of  the  whites 
causes  several  negroes  to  drop  dead  or 
wounded.  This  causes  a  panic,  and  the 
negroes  run,  some  into  the  building,  and 
some  into  the  door-ways,  in  the  endeavor 
to  escape  or  hide.  A  lull  in  the  firing 
ensues,  and  the  next  thing  is  the  simul- 
taneous advance  of  tbe  police  in  three  di- 
rections upon  the  budding,  bring  as  they 
advance.  Negroes  in  tbe  door-ways  are 
shot,  and  the  building  surrounded  by  mob 
and  police,  who  open  fire  at  the  windows. 
Somu  oi  the  police  testify  that  the  .Grst 
tiring  was  from  the  windows  ;  but  this  ev- 
idence the  board  consider  as  utterly  over- 
borne by  (he  mass  of  opposing  testimony 
irom  all  parties.  Now  some  few  shots, 
the  number  stated  all  tbe  way  Irom  live 
to  thirty  (the  last  estimate  mad>i  by  the 
Police),  are  returned  irom  the  windows 
oi  the  Hall.  These  shots  were  fired  by 
the  negroes  of  the  procession  who  had 
taken  refuge  in  the  Hall,  some  three  of 
whom,  it  appears,  had  pistols.  They 
are,  however,  immediately  ordered  away 
Irom  tho  windows,  and,  as  far  as  possible, 
are  brought  inside  ol  tbe  railing  ai^d  seat- 
ed, and  the  siege  of  tbe  Hall  commences 
in  earnest. 

It  appears  that  the  convention  met, 
called  the  roll,  and  adjourned  for  an  boor 
to  procure  the  attendance  of  absent  mem- 


bers. According  to  tbo  univenal  testi- 
mony, with  a  singbi  exception  no  inrm- 
lieioftlui  convuiKion  was  armed;  and 
(bey  liHil  not  only  dutermineel  to  mako  no 
npposilioa  to  an  arrest,  but  had  iiiade  all 
arrangements  lor  procuring  their  release 
ou  habeas  corpus,

Tho  Board  aru  rcluctuiitly  t  ompi'lled 
to  iliscredit  tbo  mayor,  and  to  believo 
that  be  knew  uut  a  soldiorbad  btra  asked 
for,  and  (bat,  when  ho  masKcd  his  armed 
police  and  In  Id  tbuin  uluuf  from  tbe  build- 
ing, no  bariier  remained  lietwocn  tbo 
convention  and  negroes  and  the  inliiriated 
citizens  with  whoso  threats  tin-  city  was 
yet  ringing,  except  bis  papci  proclama- 
lon.  llu  B(a(e8,  moreover,  that  bu 
knew  (bo  ha(rcd  of  the  mob  (oward  tbe 
convention  and  thu  negroes  was  shared 
by  bis  policu.  In  Ibis  stale  ul  allairs, 
should  the  negroes  assemble  in  any  num- 
ber, a  collision  might  be  considered  inev- 
itable, and  an  attack  by  tbe  mob  unon 
tbe  convention  as  sure  to  loUow.  Then 
tho  police— massed,  armed  and  ready — 
are  let  loose  upon  the  scene  to  "quell 
(he  riot."  How  they  did  quell  it  will  ap- 
pear Irom  the  evidence. 

CII.VRACTtROF  THE  MUU. 

Bofuiu  describing  further  operations, 
ti.e  Board  would  call  attention  to  tbe  cv- 
iilencu  concerning  tbu   character   oi  tbe 
mob  acting  in  su|iport  aod  in  concert  with 
the  polic.;,  and  tbe  reason  there  appears 
to  be  to  inicr  that  somo  organization,  or 
bands    of  ex-confederato    soldiers,    cauie 
by  some  pre  arranged  purpose  to  Ibe  at- 
tack.    Tbe  various  bldges  or  distinguish- 
ing murks  testified  to  as  borne  by  citizens 
on  that  day,  are  :  First,  a  crescent  and  a 
star;     second,    a    cross-cannon    badgo, 
known  to  be  that  of  the  Washington  Ar- 
tillery, third,  a    white  handkerchief  lied 
around  tho  neck ;  and  fourth,  a  bluo  rib- 
bon in  I  tie  button   bole,  tbouc.b   there  is 
some  reason  to  surpose  the  latter  to  have 
been  tbe  mark   of  snpenumeraries  or  un- 
unitormed  police.     It   will  bo  remarked 
that  one  11  itness  was  himscli  directed  to 
assume  tbe  while   handkerebiel  ba-lge  by 
a  friendly  policeman  who   ilesired  to  save 
biin.     Whether  thn    organization   known 
as  "Hays'   Brigade   Association,"  which 
was  ordered  to  dissolved   by  tion.  Sheri- 
dan, was  present  as  a  body,  or  merely  by 
tbo  common  impulse  ol  its  members,  can- 
not be  ascertained;  butoi  its  actual  pres- 
ence) there  can  be  but  little  doubt.  Many 
of  tbe    police   were   members,    and  auch 
expressions  as  "There  goes  Haya'  Brig 
ade  ;"  "Damn  you,  you  are  Hghtiug  Hays' 
Brigade;"  'Is   all   Hays' Brigade    up?" 
"No  ;  ii  it  had  been,  not  one  would  have 
escaped."  plaiidy  show  where  the  strength 
of  the  supporting  force  to  the  police  lay. 
It  is  within  tbe   knowledge  of  tbe  Board 
that  one  plan   of  action,   which  was  the 
subject  of  considerable   talk  some  weeks 
previous,  was  for  Sheriff  Hays,  if  given 
a  warrant  against  the  convention,  to  call 
upon   this    body  as   his  posse  comitatus ; 
and  when  Grn.  Sheridan's  order  was  pub- 
lished  dissolving   such   associations,  tbe 
negro  paper  exulted    that  Hays' Brigade 
would  not,  as  threatened,   break  up  tbe 
convention. 

The  Board  cannot  but  think  (bat  any 
person  examining  (be  evidencu  must 
came  t}  (he  conclusion  that  such  associ- 
ations wore  present  in  pursuance  of  a 
prearranged  and  preconcerted  prograo.iue 
Direct  testimony  ,on  tbo  subjec  ol 
such  preconcert  can  probably  never  be 
obtained,  but  the  weight  ol  sustaining  e.vi- 
dence,  in  tbe  Board's  opinion,  leads  irre- 
sistibly to  one  conclusion. 

In  connection  witb  tbo  subject  •!  marks 
and  badges,  tbe  Board  could  call  att-n- 
tion  to  the  very  significant  fact,  testified 
to  by  many  witnesses,  that  the  police,  in 
many  instances,  had  reverted  tbeir  bat 
bands,  and  thereby  concealed  tbeir  num- 
bers. On  this  fact  tbe  Board  c  jnsiilcr  it 
unnecessary  to  comment. 

They  can  only  say  that  thj  work  of 
massacre  was  pursued  with  a  cowardly 
ferocity  unsurpassed  in  tbu  annals  of 
crime.  Escaping  negroes  wero  merci- 
lessly pursued,  shot,  stabbed  and  beaten 
to  death  by  the  mob  and  police.  Wound- 
ed men  on  the  ground  begging  lor  mercy 
were  savagely  dispatched  by  mob,  police, 
firemen,  and,  incredible  as  it  may  seem, 
in  two  instances  by  women  ;  but  in  two 
or  three  most  honorable  and  exceptiona- 
ble cases,  white  men  and  members  ol  the 
convention  were  protected  by  members 
ot  tbe^polica,  both  against  the  mob  and 
against  other  policemen.  The  chief  of 
police,  by  great  exertions,  defended  in 
this  manner  Gkiv.  Hahn. 

After  the  attack  had  commenced,  the 
police  appeared  to  be  under  no  control 
as  tucb,  but  acted  as  and  witb  the  mob. 
Their  cheers  and  waving  ol  hats  as  they 
threw  tbe  mangled  Dostie,  then  supposed 
a  corpse,  like  a  dead  dog  into  the  cart, 
sufficiently  show  their  unison  of  feeling 
with  tbeir  allies.  It  will  sulliciently  ap- 
pear from  the  evidence  of  the  assistant 
editor  ol  the  New  Orleans  Times,  (bat  it 
was  only  by  announcing  his  character  as 
such  that  he  saved  himself  from  instant 
death  at  the  hands  of  the  police.  A  re- 
porter of  the  same  paper  saved  himself  in 
a  similar  manner,  but  narrowly  escaped 
subse(|ucnt  maltreatment  ou  suspicion  of 
having  "worn  crape  for  Lincoln." 

THE   WKI.L-KNOW.N   SIGNAL. 

At  a  little  before  one  o'clock,  a  signal 
of  twelve  strokes  was  struck  upon  the 
city  fire  bells.  The  chief  engineer  testi- 
fies that  ho  had  been  warned,  on  tho  day 
previous  that  such  would  be  the  signal 
lor  a  concentration  o(  police  in  case  of  a 
riot.  The  signal  is  not  a  fire  alarm,  as 
there  are  but  nine  districts  in  the  city, 
and  for  a  general  alarm  tbe  number  ol 
strokes  is  twenty.  Nevertheless,  two 
engines  turnel  out  and  repaired  to  tbe 
scene  of  the  riot.  Firemen  were  seen 
acting  as  and  with  the  police,  making  tbe 
arrests  as  special  police,  and  lending  (he 
assistance  of  their  iron  wrenches  in  (he 
congenial  occupation  of  dispatching  tbe 
wounded.  Whether  this  was  in  pursu- 
ance of  any  previous  orders,  private  or 
otherwise,  the  board  regards  as  immate- 
iai.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the 
signal  was  recognized  throughout  tbe  city 
as  indicating  that  (he  att«iW  h«d  com- 
mence J,  and  as  a  call  to  arms  to  all  who 
might  desire  to  participate  therein. 
"Look  out  for  hot  work  now,"  is  tbe  cry 
on  the  streets  as  the  first  strokes  of  the 
bells  resound.  It  is  in  evidence  that  in 
one  instance  orders  were  given  to  stop  a 
saw  mill  on  bearing  tbe  signal.  It  is  un- 
derstood that,  durwg  Confederate  occu- 
pation, this  humber  of  strokes  was  the 
alarm  signal  to  the  military  in  case  oi  an- 
ticipated attack,  and  it  would  almost 
seem  that  the  stirring  appeal  bad  not  yet 
lost  its  power,  since,  according  to  the 
testimony  of  one  witness,  it  evoked  at 
least  one  Confederate  officer  in  full  uni- 
form and  side  arms  to  report  for  active 
duty. 

The  board  report  that,  in  the  room 
where  tbe  convention  sat,  all  persons 
were  ordered  to  and  did  come  within  the 
rading  in  the  centre  of  tbe  room  and  sit 
down,  but  were  fired  into  by  the  rebels 
and  police  as  soon  as  they  could  get  ac- 
cess to  them. 

Finally,  the  assailants  obtain  full  pos- 
session of  tbe  building.  Tbe  negroes  in 
biding  are  brought  out  and  dispatched  ; 
others,  perched  for  safety  on  cross-beams 
and  raiters,  are  picked  off  like  game  by 
well  aimed  shots  ;  the  whites  are  taken  to 
the  station  houses  with  blows  and  abnse, 
and  at  last,  just  as  the  advancing  bay- 
onets are  seen  to  glisten  on  the  levee,  tbe 
"riot"  is  over  for  Tack  of  victims. 

On  the  personal  inspection  of  the  ball 
by  this  board,  there  were  found  on  and 
around  the  door,  the  marks  of  six  pistol 
shots  which  had  been  fired  by  the  besieg- 
ed npon  their  assailants.  That  the  arms 
were  oi  small  caliber,  appears  from  the 
fact  that,  of  two  which  struck  the  pine 
panel  oi  the  door,  but  one  bad  sulficient 
force  to  penetrate  it.  On  tbe  opposite 
wall,  which  received  such  bullets  of  the 
assailants  as  missed  their  aim,  twenty-two 
shots  were  counted.  The  fact  repeated- 
ly testified  to,  that  the  police  when  empty- 
ing their  revolvers  wero  attacked  with 
chairs  and  driven  irom  the  ball,  the 
board  considers  as  establishing  beyond 
the  shadow  of  doubt  that,  except  the  two 
or  three  pistols  in  the  hands  oi  the  pro- 
cession oi  negroes,  tbe  besieged  party 
were  totally  unarmed. 

Ol  the  further  occurrences  of  the  day 
of  riot,  (he  board  would  respectfully  call 
attention  to  the  brutal  treatment,  and  al- 
most inhuman  neglect,  of  the  wounded 
and  dead  prisoners  at  tbe  various  station 
bouses,  before  they  were  bv  military  or- 


ders, removed  to  thn  hospitals.  Tim  ev- 
iilenco  of  Lieut.  Col.  Crosby,  Major 
Sheridan,  and  Dr.  Avery,  on  (bis  puin(, 
shows  as  horrible  a  scene  of  suffering  and 
neglect  as  could  have  bern  presented  on 
a  lost  battlefield. 

They  would  also  call  atteuUon  to  tho 
evidence  on  the  subject  oi  the  renewal  of 
the  attack  on  negroes,  and  tbo  slooting 
ol  them  in  their  dwcUinf^s.  by  both  citi- 
zens aud  pulico,  lain  on  tbu  sauic  niglil, 
in  Victory  street. 

Tbo  Board  will  state  it  ati  their  firm 
conviction,  ibiit  but.  for  the  ib.elaraliun  of 
martial  Uw,  and  tbu  preacnot  ul  thu 
troops,  firu  and  bloodshed  would  have 
raged  tbroughoiil  Ibe  iiigbl  10*811  iie);ro 
(|uarlora  of  the  city,  and  tha".  Ibu  lives  of 
llnionisftf  and  Northern  men  would  bavo 
been  at  the  mercy  ol  tho  mob.  Tbo  con- 
survalors  ol  tbe,  peaco  ln'ing,  for 
tbo  lime,  tho  instigators  of  violence,  no- 
thini;  would  have  rcinaini  d  but  to  arm 
for  silf'dcfenso,  and  a  ecuno  might  have 
ensued  unparalleled  in  tbe  history  oi  tbo 
ago.  As  in  (he  Gord(5n  riots  in  London, 
and  the  more  recent  draft  r.ots  in  New 
York,  the  affair  would  have  passod  be- 
yond the  power  of  tbu  originators,  into 
the  bands  of  that  class  whose  only  object 
would  have  been  plunder  aud  destruction, 
irrespective  of  party.  In  tho  Board's 
opinion,  the  property  of  the  Southern 
merchant,  nut  less  than  tho  life  of  tbu  ne- 
gro and  the  Unionist,  was  (hat  night  un- 
der tbe  protection  of  tb;-  Federal  bayo- 
net alono. 

The  Boarjj  would  call  attention  to  tbe 
evidence  which  seems  in  many  instances 
to  indicate  clearly  the  identity  of  parties 
guilty  of  murder.  Tbe  impossibility  of 
bringing  such  criminals  to  j<i»tico  under 
tbe  civilgovernment  as  it  now  exists, 
would  be,  in  tbeir  opinion,  universally  ac- 
knowledged by  this  comiuunity.  Reli- 
able evidence  would  seem  to  fix  the  iden- 
tity of  one  of  fbu  murderers  of  Captain 
I<oup,  the  ex-Uoiled  States  ollicer.  The 
evidence  against  tbe  notorious  Lucicn 
Adamo,  though  direct,  is  that  of  negroes. 
In  this  connection.tbc  hoard  would  respect- 
fully call  attention  to  (he  small  propor- 
tion of  negro  testimony  taken,  and  (o  t  e 
fact  that  all  important  points  regarded  as 
established,  rest  upon  whito  testimony 
alone. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  tbe  board  will  state  that 
it  is  by  no  means  tbeir  opinion  that  hos- 
tility to  Northern  and  Union  men  so  pre- 
vails in  the  communitv  at  large,  as  of  it- 
self to  endanger  their  life  or  property, 
provided  they  refrain  from  claiming  free- 
dom of  speech  concerning  subjects  on 
which,  like  that  oi  slavery  before  tbu  war. 
no  difTerence  of  opinion  is  tolerated. 
But  in  regard  to  tbe  party  which  elected 
Mayor  Monroe,  and  ivhicb,  through  him, 
now  controls  in  a  great  measure  the  mu 
nicipal  government  and  city  police,  this 
party  the  board  do  consider  as  most 
thoroughly  imbued  with  the  spirit  of  Iioe- 
tility  alluded  to,  and  so  soon  as  the  lapse 
of  si)fficient  tim"  shall  have  convinced 
them  that  no  punishment  is  to  be  antici- 
pated for  past  offenses,  and  that  they 
need  no  longer  be  "on  their  good  behav- 
ior," then,  in  the  board's  opinion,  a  pe- 
riod of  insecurity  for  Nonhcrn  file  and 
property  will  re-commence.  The  recent 
snccess  of  this  party  at  the  polls,  is,  in 
tbe  Board's  opinion,  due,  first  to  the  fa':t 
that  Its  candidate  was  peculiarly  identi- 
fied with  tbe  Confederate  cause,  and  sec- 
oaJly,  to  tbe  unfortunate  apathy  oi  tho 
best  classes  oi  the  community  on  thu  sub- 
ject oi  municipal  elections,  which  appears 
to  be  tbe  corse  of  large  citio* ,  and  results 
in  throwing  the  government  thereof  into 
unworthy  bands. 

The  commission  have  thns  endeavored 
to  give,  as  conclusively  as  possible,  tbe 
conclusions  at  which  they  have  been  cum- 
pclled  to  arrive  on  the  subject  of  the 
causes  of  and  responsibdity  lor  tho  recent 
bloodshed.  What,  ii  any  action  is  called 
lor,  is  for  ths  decision  oi  higher  author- 
ity.

It 
still  remains  for  thu  future  to  tell  us  wbo 
will  have  the  courage  to  asccpt  the  empty 
honors  ol  a  nomination,  ^omc  two  or 
three  weeks  siocu  Senator  Norton  and 
Representative  Wiodom  each  made  his 
speech  in  this  city.  The  former  gontle- 
mail  is  row  absi3nt,  laboring  wiib  all  the 
seal  of  a  traitor  to  defeat  the  p:u'ty  by 
whose  great  charity  ho  holds  bis  high 
posiiion  in  the  national  councils.  The 
latter  gentleman  is  now  addressing  bis 
constituents,  who  in  view  ol  bis  fidelity 
to  them,  demand  that  he  shall  once  more 
represent  them  in  tbe  Congress  of  tbe 
United  States. 

I'olitics  had  a  slight  revival  last  even- 
ing by  a  speech  irom  £x-Gov.  Seymour, 
of  New  York.  lie  was  introduced  to  the 
crowd  from  the  steps  of  the 
Huff  House  as  tbe  "gallant 
standard  bearcr.in  the  great  State  of  New 
York,  during  the  darkest  days  of  the  re- 
bellion."

Evident- 
ly the  Governor  was  not  so  hopeful  as 
Seward  was  when  he  announced  that 
New  York  was  safe  ior  Johnson  by  40,- 
000  majority.  The  Governor  made  a 
very  forcible  impression.

I  wi  1  call  at'enlion  one  moment  to  the  prin- 
ciples out  of  which  the  war  grew.  At  the  be- 
ginning of  the  war  eleven  .Siaies,  who  were  in 
possession  of  uU  their  rights  ■.«  such  under  the 
constituiion.  hecanie  di.-.sutislied  and  aiteropt- 
ea  to  wiibdraw  from  their  places  in  the  Union. 
They  pas.sed  ordinances  ot  secession  ;  declared 
that  they  would  no  longer  belong  to  the 
VLited  States  of  Amiriea;  utterly  denouncing 
the  giivcrnmant;  withdrawing  their  members 
from  the  two  houses  of  Congress;  and  actually 
commencing  war  against  the  I  nited  States. 
'War  broke  out.  To  maintain  the  constitution 
and  laws,  we  had  to  resort  lo  arms;  vast  ar 
mies  were  arrayed  on  both  sideF,  and  we  were 
at  war — civil  war — territorial  war — with  the 
^lou'hern  States.  It  was  war  In  every  sense; 
an  ioicrnaijonai  war,  for  by  tbo  well  estab- 
iisihed  laws  of  war  all  connection,  civil  and 
political,  between  ib»  fielligerents  ceased  and 
oceanic  wholly  extinguished. 

lluriag  the  war  all  those  privlllges  which 
existed,  all  the  Uuiies  which  existed  under  the 
Constitution  cea.sed  and  became  extinguished 
uy  the  very  act  of  war.  How  would  it  bo 
possible  lor  the  government  of  the  United 
States  to  treat  a  portion  ot  the  people  as  en- 
emies and  at  the  same  time  as  friends  I  Can 
the  same  population  bo  enemies  and  at  the 
same  lime  friends  .'  If  a  portion  of  tbo  pop- 
ulation be  engagi'd  in  war — in  an  attempt  to 
overthrow  the  government— it  has  there- 
by f'.rteited  its  r  ghts  in  conscijuence 
ot  such  aitiru.  These  ri^'hts  of  those  States 
were  lorltiitd — gom — e.\tin>ruished.  When 
the  governiuent  recovered  those  States— when 
It  came  again  in  possession  of  this  territory — 
what  traj  that  tcrrliory,  and  what  its  lights 
and  privileges  !  The  government  held  this 
territory  by  the  highest  power  on  eartu — the 
power  of  the  sword  I 

Uellcct  upon  that  matter;  de'ate  about  it; 
dream  upon  it;  to  this  conclusion  must  you 
come  at  last,  that  they  were  con- 
i|iiercd  districts,  States,  territories, 
or  whatever  they  may  be  called, 
what  was  tbo  duty  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States  upon  the  cessation  of  hostill- 
tiea.'  lie  is  imt  the  agent  or  servant  of  the 
people — a  ministerial  oibcer — no  legislative 
powers  arc  conferred  upon  him  by  the  con- 
stitution. That  instrument  says  all  legislative 
ptiwcrs  are  vested  lu  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Kepresentaiives.  The  President  is  merely 
the  executive,  and  is  so  called  in  the  constitu- 
tion. Kut  the  very  term  implies  that  be  has 
no  legislative  authority.  He  can  ex- 
ecute the  laws,  and  see  that 
they  are  faltblully  adininittcred,  but 
the  law  making  power  rests  exclusivelr 
in  the  Senate  and  House  of  Hepresentatives. 
His  powers  are  limited — be  possesses  no  legis- 
lative authority,  unltsj  dialecticians  call 
granting  purrfynj  by  that  name.    (Laughter) 

lUe  consli'.uiion  makes  it  'he  duty  of  the 
I'resident  on  extraordinary  occaslcns  to  ca!l 
together  the  Senate  and  Uoube  of  Kepresen- 
taiives, for  the  purposa  ot  consulting  with 
thiiii  upon  the  Statu  o'  llie  country.  Was 
there  ever  a  more  extraordinary  occa!>ion 
than  that  of  May,  18t>j  ?  A  rebellion  had 
been  suppressed,  which  hud  shed  the  blood 
i^f  a  million  of  men ;  uncounted  thousands 
were  dying  of  wounds  iu  ilic  huspiliils  usd 
by  the  wayside;  the  finances  ot  the  country 
were  extremely  delicate,  and  (;nr  foreign  rela- 
tions cvm  more  so.  Wbat  would  a  plain  Ue- 
puiilicju,  wito  V/.IS  not  prompted  by  ambition, 
who  consulted  the  l>est  interests  of  his  coun- 
try— what  would  a  truly  democra'ie  executive 
olticer  have  done  ?  Would  ho  not  have  called 
Congress  together,  and  intormed  them  that  in 
a  portion  of  the  country  there  were  no  States ; 
no  courts ;  no  mode  of  collecting  debts ;  no  ca- 
pacity nor  authority  even  for  biudiog  in  mar- 
riage man  ami  maiden ;  uo  law  of  any  kind ; 
no  security  lor  life  or  properly ;  no  legal  order 
ol  any  kind  within  the  whole  scope  ot  the  re- 
bellion. 

1  speak  too  fast,  however.  There  ica*  law 
—one  l««r— in  existence,  and  that  was  the  law 
of  the  conqueror;  the  will  of  the  conqueror — 
that  if  the  government  who  had  brougbt  these 
•States  to  bu'iniisMon.  It  c  lUld  not  lie  other- 
wise. Wheu  l»o  nations  are  at  war.  and  one 
submits,  what  is  the  law  ?  The  will  of  the 
conqueror  is  the  suprciue  and  cnly  law! 
Now  who  couquerea  the  reb.;ls  ?  Was  it  An- 
dy Johnson  ?  Not  quite.  He  had  nut  yet  l>c- 
gun  to  swing  around  that  circle!  It  was  the 
army  .it  the  United  States,  acting  under  the 
authority  of  Congress,  that  conquered  the 
rctiellion.  The  I'resident  has  no  legislative 
power — no  poncr  at.  all  as  against  Congress. 
The  dnty  of  the  rreaident  was  to  convene 
Congress,  and  present  the  state  of  the  coun- 
try before  them,  with  such  recommen- 
duiiODb  as  he  might  see  proper  to 
otfor.  Did  be .-  No  And  his  "allure  to 
Uo  so  was  the  lirM  evidooco  of  liii  attempt  to 
convert,  hi«  Kxeeuiivi;  utiiUi.rily  into  ulisolute 
despotism.  W  bat  did  hu  do  before  ha  com- 
nienced  his  perunibulaiious  over  the  couu'ry  i 
He,  without  the  auiborilv  c(  Congress,  wiiU- 
out  the  consent  mI  nen  one  unrulier,  iippuiot- 
ed  protisiunal — not  militart — Uovernurs  of 
the  msurie.'tionary  States.  Did  the  Conslitu- 
tion  give  him  such  authority  '■  Did  Congress  ? 
Uls  appointment  of  eleven  provisional  Gov- 
ernors was  a  gross  usurpation  u(  power. 
Had  ho  power  lo  pay  thcui?  No.  Did  be 
pav  ibem  .-  Yes.  Hu  puid  them  out  o(  the 
coDtlngeut  fund  wiilioui  a  shadow  ot  author- 
ity for  so  doins-  Ho  went  luribcr — he  told 
bis  provisional  governors  to  call  the  conven- 
tions. Where  did  be  get  bis  authority  lor 
thai }  Did  the  law  or  the  Constitution  gvo  It  ? 
Notatull.  He  is-ueil  hi^  circu'ars  ihrunKb 
Sewaril  to  prescribe  qualiliations  fur  voters. 
This  also  was  done  witnou  auttiori  t. 

Wacn  it  was  suk'gested  by  the  people  of  the 
South  to  allow  cobred  freemen  to  have  a 
voice  in  framing  a  constituiinu  under  which 
the  lived,  ho  suddenly  louud,  though  be  had 
assumed  power  to  presenlMj  quuiiliciitions  lor 
white  voters,  ihe  constitution  gave  him  no  au- 
thority to  lei  Mack  men  vote. 

Can  siirli  a  man  claim  to  be  a  friend  Of  con- 
Btitulional  iiiK-riv  : 

What  i|iiesiion  n.oru  important  cou!d  have 
arisen,  than  the  litnesa  oi'ihe  mosses  of  the 
rebels  to  participate  in  the  government  and 
legislate  lor  the  pcop  c  ot  tl.c  United  Mates  I 
Was  this  u  iiuestioo  for  Andy  Johnson  to  de- 
cide ;  Was  the  Congress  of  the  United  Slates 
to  take  the  simple  assertion  of  Andrew  John- 
son thot  peace  and  lovalty  were  established 
throughout  the  rebel  Stati  s  r     Was  it  a  fact  r 

Mr.  Howard  then  said  (hat  the  substance  of 
Mr.  Johiisan's  message  to  Congress  m  Deccm- 
Ikt.  l^'i),  was:  "I  have  reconstructed  the 
rebel  stoles ;  they  have  conformed  to  the  con- 
stitution ;  they  have  elected  Senators  and  Kep 
resentaiives ;  now  all  jouhave  to  do  is  to 
pass  upon  their  personal  iiualitications,  and 
see  that  their  credentials  are  in  due  form." 
Thus  the  whole  i|uestion  whic:i  be  left  to 
Congress  was,  wheiher  members  from  rebel 
States  were  ol  suitable  age;  whether  ihey 
were  citizens  of  the  United  Siates,  and  whether 
their  credentials  were  correct!  That,  fellow 
citizens.  >va8  the  golemn,  momentous  iiues- 
lion  which  AndrewJJohnson  left  to  Congress. 
Mr.  Howard  then  passed  a  high  eulogy 
upon  the  .WXlXih  Congress,  its  "patriotism 
its  experience  and  statesmanship.  They  stood 
flt  thoir  p^i-p  cnj  c«rrir(|   the  pcuntry  snc 


oessfully  by  wise  and  vigorous  measures, 
tbrongh  the  war.  They  were  not  the  men  to 
take  the  law  at  the  hands  of  an  accidenUl 
I'reslaent.  They  were  i:ot  alrai«l  to  say  ui 
Andrew  Johnson  that  not  ono  of  thesci 
States  should  come  back  until  they  had  ac 
ccpted  tbo  condltkms  pr<»crllicd  in  the  Consti- 
tutional Amendment.  They  loKl  bira  that  it 
was  for  Congress  and  not  for  the  I'resident  to 
make  the  iawis  and  they  were  ready 
to  go  lieforo  the  counirv  upon  that 
issue.  Mr.  Howard  ridiraled  the  iilea 
that  men  should  be  admitted  inUi  Congress 
pretending  themsolves  to  be  loyal,  but  repre- 
senting disloyal  constitneneius.  Congress 
thouKht  il  best  to  enquire  into  the  cliarseter 
ot  these  c<mBlitueneie8.  They  spent  several 
months  in  the  investigation, and  SiUiiWd  them- 
selves thar  these  people  were  not  loyal,  and 
were  not  entitled  to  uncondtthinal  admission. 
They  Itmnd  that  the  lives  and  pro|>erty  ol 
Union  men  were  unsafe,  that  they  bad  no 
proiec  in  the  courts ;  that  all  cIvH  power  bad 
passid  into  tbo  hands  of  hitter  nilwls.  who 
were  using  it  for  the  oppression  of  the  irced- 
men.  Mr.  Howard  then  showed  kow  emanci- 
pation under  the  old  system  would  Increuso 
the  politiral  power  ol  the  .South. 

A  constilutloortl  amendraenl  was  therefore 
framed  lo  correct  these  evils,  and  ilio  rcb«l 
States  were  to  be  refused  admissHm  till  they 
adopted  It.  That  was  the  iss»e  which  Con- 
gress bad  carried  to  the  country.  Shall  ihc 
policy  of  Congress,  represcnlhig  the  loyal 
people  of  the  I'niteil  Slauts  who  pat  down  tbo 
relmlllon,  or  that  ol  one  man,  prevail'  Mr. 
Howartl  showed  how  ati>netmic  Mr.  Johnson 
had  roeognlAd  the  autliorltv  of  Congress  over 
this  whole  suti.iect  as  alwiolute.  .Ml  his  ex- 
perimenul  reorganiiations  were  to  bo  subject 
to  the  will  of  Congress.  Ho  abo  slated  that 
not  one  of  the  constitutions  passeil  at  Andrew 
Johnson's  dictation  had  liceu  suhmilied  lor 
ratltUation  to  the  |>eoplc.  or  only  one  that  ot 
North  Carolina,  and  that  had  been  rejected 
by  the  people. 

Wo  have  not  space  In  this  number  to  con- 
tinue even  our  condensed  abstract  of  .senator 
Howard's  remark!',  but  will  resume  our  notes 
to-morrow— as  we  desire  to  give  a  lullcr  re- 
port of  the  eloquent  close  of  his  speech  than 
we  have  now  space  to  do.  His  remarks  were 
frequently  interrupted  by  vociferous  applause, 
and  upon  its  concliislon,  (lov.  M.nrsbal  pro- 
posed three  cheers  for  the  Thirty  Ninth  Con- 
gress, whieh  were  given  with  a  voice  that 
made  the  ratteis  ring,  and  the  meeting  ad- 
journed.

"If  you  will  send  the  amount  of  tbo  bill  to 
David  Thomas,  Drawer  (lilt,  Chicago,  III.. ho 
will  pay  it,  and  thenipleose  send  my  trunk  to 
tbo  some  place.  Aknik. 

I  wish  to  bo  buried  in  the  clothes  I  have  and 
with  as  little  expense  aa  possible." 

Another  letter  was  dfa-ectod— "David  Thom- 
as, Chicago,  111."     It  was  as  follows  : 

"Kaiiiku,  MoTiiKk,  AM>  81STKK :— Korgivc 
tbo  rash  act  I  am  aliout  to  commit;  and  Min- 
nie, never  let  her  know  how  Martha  Jane 
died.  If  Tou  pay  ray  bill  here  at  the  First 
National  Hotel  you  con  iben  have  my  trunk, 
(ioixl  bye  all,  ond  prsy  lor  your  unhappy 
child.  Anno." 

A  letter  to  her  ran  as  follows  : 

"There  Is  trouble,  can't  see  you,  1  go  to 
New  York." 

No  name  was  signed  to  this.  Il  Is  stated 
that  tt  was  |>cnned  by  Louis  Cohen,  and  her 
answer  to  it  was  found,  which  was  as  fol- 
lows . 

"I/Ouis,  farewell.  You  have  broken  my 
heart.  1  loved  not  wisely  but  too  well.  Now 
goml  bye." 

The  woman  was  about  4  feet  2  inches  tall. 
She  was  apparently  of  good  form  and  condi- 
tion. Iler  hoir  was  jet  Mock  and  her  coun- 
tenance pale ;  her  features  were  regular,  ex- 
cepting a  slight  upward  curve  of  the  outline 
of  the  nose.  tJhe  must  have  been  an  attrac- 
tive person  as  far  as  looks  were  concerned. 
Not  a  particle  of  jewelry  was  ui>on  her  lingers 
or  wrists,  not  even  a  plain  gold  ring  gave  no 
tice  ol  a  memento.  Iler  ilothes  were  marked 
"Annie  Krwin"  wltb  stencil  plate.  The  book 
referred  to  was  upon  the  wash  stand.  At  1 1 
o'clock  of  the  day  of  her  death,  deceased  was 
in  the  parlor.  She  seemed  in  good  health, 
but  appeared  "waked  up"  about  some- 
thing.  She  then  hold  a  letter  In 
her  hand.  When  at  the  table,  just  before  her 
death,  she  said,  "1  am  faint."  Shu  drank  a 
little  water.  Iter  forchcod  was  then  bathed ; 
she  then  wont  into  spasms,  and  asked  to  be 
taken  up  stairs.  She  was  helpless.  She  come 
here  last  January  with  Mr.  ('oe  Blizzard  and 
wile,  of  liogansport,  and  was  introd-iced  as 
the  wile's  sister.  Afterwards  they  were  at 
the  Winslow  House,  in  March.  On  Saturday 
last  the  deceased  said  she  was  going  to  return 
to  Chicago.  She  also  stated  that  she  was  from 
Shakopce.  The  Mr.  Cohen  was  at  the  races 
last  Saturday.  He  is  a  slim  man  with  dark 
whiskers.  He  was  heard. to  speak  of  a  woman 
he. Lad  sent  to  Minneapolis.  While  wailing 
for  the  physician,  the  woman  said,  "My  Ood, 
why  don't  he  como."  These  were  her  last 
words.  On  Saturday  morning,  while  in  bed, 
she  stated  she  had  been  upset  in  the  cars,  and 
had  taken  laudanum  the  night  before,  on 
Monday  morning  before  noon,  she  exclaimed 
as  she  opened  her  trunk,  '-oh  my  Ood,  I  for- 
got to  get  pen  and  ink."

The  Democratic  Convention  for  the  First 
Congri ssional  District,  met  at  Owatonna  to- 
day, at  r.!  o'clock  M.,  and  after  some  prelimi- 
nary business,  adjourned  to  .'l^  ■-.  m. 

MASS  CONVRMTION. 
A  mass  convention  composed  of  Democrats 
and  "My  Poliryltes"  generally,  assembled  at 
'J4  o'clock  r.  M.,  and  Colonel  Morrow  ol  Kice 
county  was  elected  lo  the  chair,  and  Capt. 
Wm.  Ulley  elected  Secretary.  A  cuiumittee 
ol  live  was  api>ointedon  resolutions. 

Kev.  i:.  A  I.4itbrop  lieing  present,  and  be- 
ing recgnlzed  by  a  number  of  memboraof  the 
gallant  old  loth  with  whom  he  had  mingled 
in  cump  life,  was  called  on  for  a  speech,  and 
responded  by  saying  that  be  was  not  insensi- 
ble to  the  respect  shown  him  by  those  pres- 
ent, who  had  been  and  sit  1  were  his  friends; 
that  they  well  knew  that  he  had  formerly 
licen  a  Uepublican ;  that  he  still  stood  upon 
the  same  ground,  and  adhered  to  the  same 
principles.  That  be  pretnmed  the  friend- 
ship formed  by  them,  while  on  the  tented 
field,  was  just  as  strong,  and  still  remained  as 
strong  as  though  he  was  a  Democrat,  or  they 
Uepublicans.  liut  he  would  fall  b.ick  on  the 
old  I>omocratlc  doctrine  thot  preachers  ought 
not  to  meddle  with  politics,  and  would  thus 
excuse  himself  Irom  making  a  speech. 

The  Committee  on  Resolutions  then  made 
their  report,  which  will  be  furnished  in  lull 
hereafter. 

I'ha  Convention  then  by  accdamation, 
nominated  K.  A.  Jones,  ol,  Rochester,  as  their 
candidate  for  Congress.  While  a  coinmittue 
went  to  inform  Mr.  Jones  of  the  above  fact, 
S.  L  Pierce,  of  Dodge  county.  Improved  tbo 
time  by  making  some  remarks,  saying  he  had 
just  been  thinking  what  a  respectable  crowd 
of  secessionists  were  present.  He  had  look- 
ed at  their  dress  and  at  their  faces— had  smell- 
cd  their  breath,  and  he  could  not  comprehend 
bow  the  idea  can  be  entertained  that  such  men 
ore  traitors.  He  had  heard  a  preacher  moke 
0  speech  to-day  witbonl  denouncing  the  Dem- 
ocratic party  as  traitors— the  first  time  ho  bad' 
heard  such  a  thing  in  his  life. 

Mr.  Jones  came  in  and  was  Introduced  to 
the  convention,  when  he  remarked  that  be 
appeared  before  the  convention  with  some 
feelings  of  diflldencc;  that  the  position  to 
which  they  had  elevated  him  would  make  the 
bravest  feel  ditndent ;  that  when  the  war  broke 
out  he  had  sought  to  afflliate  himself  with 
those  who  claimed  to  lie  trying  to  save  the 
Union ;  that  the  soldiers  went  out,  both  Dem- 
ocrats and  Ilepubllcans,  for  no  other  purpose 
than  to  save  the  I'nion.  They  had  accom- 
plished their  object  The  same  object  prompt - 
d  him  now.  The  foe  now  comes  in  disguise 
and  with  a  lie  on  their  lips,  and  whatever 
of  ability  be  possessed  shall  be  found  to  pro- 
claim that  the  Union  shall  be  preserved, 
though  bis  foes  tie  those  of  his  own  house- 
hold. 
The  Mass  Convention  adjourned. 

TIIK    URJJOCHATIC   COMVKNflON 

re-opened  at  3^  o'clock.  A  resolution,  eu- 
dorsing  the  Philadelphia  platform  was  read 
and  adopted.  A  member  thoaght  the  resolu- 
tions were  not  complete,  they  ought  to  con- 
lain  thanks  to  the  f  oldiers,  and  eodortc  the 
Fenian  movement.  Col.  Ueorge  thought  the 
Philadelphia  platlorm  contained  enough  ulwut 
soldiers;— as  to  Ihe  Fenian  movement,  every- 
body knew  the  Democratic  party  has  always 
been  the  f>iend  of  the  Irishman. 

Mr.  LaDue,  of  Dodge  county,  thought  they 
onght  to  say  something  about  foreigners. 
That  altbongh  the  Democratic  party  had  al- 
ways been  the  friend  of  the  foreigner  yet 
many  of  them  have  lately  gone  over  to  the 
Uepublicans. 

A  motion  was  passed  to  reconsider  the  adop- 
tion of  the  resolutions  for  the  purpose  of  ad- 
ding theieto. 

Judge  Maynard,  of  LeSucur,  said  he  had 
passed  through  many  campaigns,  that  they 
never  had  put  in  nomination  a  man  who  was 
not  abused  by  the  opposition,  that  when  Jeffer- 
son was  nominated  lor  President,  ministers 
quit  preaching  Christ,  and  took  to  slandering 
Jefferson;  that  when  Jackson  was  nomina- 
ted for  President,  the  opposition  cslled 
him  a  murderer— now  they  swear  by  Jeffer- 
son and  Jackson ;  that  no  matter  who 
the  Democrats  elect  I'resident  In 
less  than  ten  years  the  Repnblieans  will  swear 
by  him.  The  opposition  had  ignored  foreign- 
ers, especially  Catholics,  but  the  Democratic 
party  bad  always  encouraged  foreign  immi- 
gration—the Democratic  party  had  given  the 
right  of  suffrage  to  the  poor  whites  in  New 
York.  He  was  going  to  move  the  nomination 
of  a  man  for  Congress  who  will  be  elected. 
He  would  nomiaate  Dick  Jones.  Mr.  Jones 
was  accordingly  nominated  by  acclamation, 
and  a  committee  appointed  to  inform  him  of 
the  (act. 

RMDORSIMG    NORTON. 

It  was  moved  that  the  convention  endorse 
the  action  of  Senator  Norton  in  the  late  Con- 
gress, in  his  support  of  the  President  in  his 
reconstruction  policy.  Mr.  Maynard  moved 
to  strike  out  the  word  "reconstruction"  and 
insert  the  word  "reorganization."  Mr.  La 
Due  was  opposed  to  the  President's  policy  in 
requiring  a  ttit  oath  of  Southern  representa- 
tives—ther  could  not  give  it  without  commit- 
ting perjury.  He  thought  Democrats  could 
not  endorse  that  part  of  the  policy.  He  was 
willitis  to  support  candidates  from  the  Uepub- 
lican party  who  are  in  favor  of  the  constitu- 
tion, because  they  thereby  liecame  Democrats. 

Mr.  Jones  was  then  introduced,  and  after 
expressing  thanks  to  the  convention,  re- 
marked that  it  was  one  of  the  happiest  omens 
of  the  times  that  men  of  all  panics  had  come 
together  and  nominated  one  man  for  their 
representative  in  Congress.

The  Asia,  from  Liverpool  SeptcmbiT 
2'J,  arrived  here  this  v.  m.  The  Atlantic 
Tele(;rupb  Company  held  a  special  meet- 
ing on  the  -7th  Sdcptember.  Tbe  direc- 
tors submitted  a  report  congratulating 
the  shareholders  on  the  success  of  the 
cable,  and  thanking  those  through  whose 
energy  and  perseverance  it  was  laij.  The 
report  asks  the  sanction  of  the  share- 
holders to  apply  to  I'arliament  for  power 
to  mcrease  the  nominal  capital  to  five 
millions  sterling,  including  tbe  existing 
capital.  Tbe  directors  explain  that  they 
abandoned  the  proposition  to  issue  i'l,- 
..'0<i,UOJ  with  tbe  first  preferential  divi- 
dends as  unnecessary,  and  instead  ask 
for  power  to  issue  the  balance  of  the  cap- 
ital, and  to  apply  to  Parliament  for  in- 
creased powers.  The  report  was  adopt- 
ed- 

Tbe  right  honorable  J.  S.  VVatley, 
chairman,  said  that  be  anticipated  at  a 
very  early  mcrment  a  great  reduction  in 
the  cable  tariff^,  probably  to  one-half  the 
present  rates.  In  fitty-five  days,  ending 
Sept.  i'I,~t,  the  cable  earned  £16,018, 
which  would  make  an  average,  including 
Sundays  and  stoppages  of  land  lines,  of 
£>i',i7  sterling  a  day,  andif  they  r.x.liided 
tbe  exceptional  days  when  tbe  cable  could 
not  work  well,  the  average  would  be 
jL'JoO  a  day. 

These  figures  are  very  far  from  con- 
firming the  recent  statement  in  tbe  Lon- 
don lintM  that  tbe  cable  was  earning  at 
tbe  rate  of  i:'JUU,oOO  a  year.  The  vari- 
ous cable  securities  have  somewhat  de- 
clined in  price.

2.0W  turvlings  are  now  sutsisting  on  charily 
daily  In  Calcutu.  Reports  irom  Cutlub  and 
Uelagote  are  oven  more  appalling,  fays  the 
same  antborlty,  "think  nl  nine  hundred  dead 
bodies  iK-ini?  picked  up  in  the  Blreels  ol  iJela- 
gore  each  morning."  Half  tbe  truth  has  not 
l>een  told.  The  last  returns  from  Itolgaore 
show  Ke'.'eu  hundred  deaths  in  that  one  little 
station  in  the  week  ending  July  '21.  If  you 
treble  that  number  tor  the  many  who  becuuio 
Ibe  food  of  jackals  and  the  vulture  in  tho 
loaely  jungle  or  ditch,  you  will  not  go  beyond 
the  sad  truth.  It  Is  ominous  that  the  book  of 
revena*  has  ceased  to  report  deaths.

St.  Loui'i,  aud  repeated  by  Dan.  Norton  at  St. 
Paul,  that  Jeff.  Davis  was  not  tried  because 
Chief  Jasti:o  Chase  refused  to  try  him,  on  ac- 
count of  tbe  sympitby  of  tha  latter  for  the 
secession  dogma.  Mr.  Howard  cbaractcrixed 
this  OS  a  deliberate  falsehood  and  calumny  on 
the  part  of  Andrew  Johnson.  Ho  clearly 
showed  that  Jed.  Davis  was  held  nader  a  mil- 
itary order  of  Andrew  Johnson,  as  a  piiioncr 
of  war,  and  was  not,  therefore,  within  tho 
jnriadlctlon  of  tbe  civil  couru. 

Ue  was  captured  by  United  States  troops 
as  a  prisoner  of  war.  and  transferred  as  u  pris- 
oner of  war,  by  a  militsry  order  of  Presi- 
dent Johnson,  to  Fortress  Monroe,  and  is  still 
bold  there  as  a  prisoner  of  war  under  Trcsi- 
dcnt  Johnson's  order.

Senator  Howard  concluded  by  drawing  a 
strong  picture  uf  tho  disastrous  conM<|ncnces 
to  the  country,  and  to  republican  in.stitutioii!', 
which  would  result  from  tho  slightest  attemp. 
of  Andrew  Johnson  to  interfere  by  vioionee  or 
intimidation  with  the  free  deliberations  of 
Con^'rcbs.  n«  Urialy  believed  that  from  the 
hour  that  thing  was  permitted  to  bo  done 
would  date  the  downfall  of  tbo'republic. 

Such  a  precedent  would  be  followed  by  oth- 
er encrOachmrnts  till  In  a  few  years  ail  tbe 
sut'eguords  of  constitutional  liberty  would  l>e 
swept  avtiy.  Ue  believed  that  uny  successful 
ottcmptoflhe  exocutivo  to  intert'eio  in  the 
free  deliberations  of  the  body  elected  by  the 
peoiilo  to  pass  their  law*,  would  be  a  deadlier 
blow  ut  the  freedom  of  the  Repu'olic  than  tho 
great  Rebellion  itself.  Rut  he  didn't  believe 
I',  could  bo  successful.  It  cannot  be  successful. 
If  such  an  attempt  should  be  made  It  wou'd  bo 
mat  in  its  inecptioo.  aad  a  pile  of  dead  bodies 
ht  tbe  door  of  either  Hall  of  Congress,  would 
atteat  tho  lovo  of  liberty  of  those  members 
who  oppoae  Mr.  Johason's  treason. 

If  any  were  left  they  would  sound  the  tocsin 
of  alarm  to  the  loyal  people  who  wonld  again, 
as  aoce  cefore,  rush  to  tbe  rescue  of  the  im- 
perilled Uoveraracnt.  In  such  a  contest,  I 
know  who  would  be  successful.  Tbe  liberty- 
loving  people  who  have  aiready  put  down  one 
Rebellion,  and  all  who  stood  in  tbo  way  of 
that  grand  uprising  of  the  people,  would  be 
driven  l>efore  tbo  relentless  tread  and  countless 
bayonet  j  of  their  innumerable  legions.

But  a 
war  which,  looked  at  in  the  lowest  point 
of  view,  waj  corned  on  to  preserve  the 
integrity  of  a  great  nation,  whether  we 
sympathized  witb  its  object  or  not.  bad 
nu  right  to  be  culled  by  tuch  a  name.

A  froiucut]  visitor  a<  Craigie  House, 
when  Congress  is  not  sitting,  is  Charles 
Sumner,  the  scholarly  Senator  from  Mas- 
sachusetts, and  the  representative  man  of 
New  Kngland  politics.  And  an  inter- 
esting sight  it  wa*  to  tee  thei>c  two  men, 
Longtellow  and  Sumner,  so  kindred  and 
yet  so  dillcrcnt,  sitting  together  on  the 
eve  of  tbe  great  contest  which  was  to  de- 
cide the  place  of  America  in  the  world's 
history — Sumner  witb  the  poet's  little 
daughter  nestling  in  his  lap,  for  be  i*  a 
man  to  whom  all  chddrcn  come— calmly 

di£CUS8iDg  sniuu  i^uesliou  o(  Kuropean 
i'erature.  Mr.  Sumner  seemed  to  feel 
deeply  the  dejection  of  certain  of  the  old 
anti-slavery  leaders  of  New  Kngland  from 
the  northern  cause  in  the  great  crisis  oi 
the  struggle,  and  all  the  more  because 
New  England  had  always  been  a  link,  by 
this  common  sympathy,  between  tbe  old 
country  and  the  new.

A  frf  quent  guest,  too.  is  ,T.  Uussell 
Lowell,  who  succeeded  to  tbe  professor 
ship  of  tht«  English  language  and  litera 
tura  in  Harvard  University,  formerly 
held  by  Mr.  Longfellow.  Mr.  Lowell, 
thd  most  remarkable  ot  a  remarkable 
family,  though  best  known  to  the  world 
by  bis  humor,  takes  a  bi^h  rank 
in  many  departments  cl  ii'O'a- 
ture.  and  tbe  general  complaint  amorg 
countrymen  is  only  that  ho  write*  tec 
little.  He  has  given  a  high  character  to 
humor,  because  ha  ha*  used  it  for  a  high 
purpose,  in  selecting  it  as  tbe  weapon  to 
light  the  battle  of  opinion  among  bis 
countrymen.  When  wa  remember  that 
there  are  few  men  who  have  wulTerrd  in 
their  families  as  Lowell  ha*  during  tbe 
war,  bis  lines  — 

"  God's  price ez  high,  but  notbinelse 
Tban  wut  Ue  sells  wears  long," 
rise  into  something  of  solemn  pathos. 
Perhaps  to  tUose  who  saw  in  tbe  great 
struggle  of  the  last  four  years  nothing 
but  a  subject  lor  highly  spiced  articles  to 
amuse  the  English  public,  tbis  along  with 
some  of  Mrs.  Howe**  stirring  lyrics,  may 
seem  "  profane,"  To  those  who,  like 
mysflf,  look  upon  it  a*  the  greateat 
battle  between  freedom  and  slavery  that 
the  world  has  ever  seen,  the  profaneness 
is  on  the  other  side.  In  conversation 
brilliant  and  amusing,  Mr.  Lowell  is  one 
of  the  persons  in  whore  company  one  can 
scarci  ly  be  without  carrying  away  some- 
thing worthy  to  be  remembered.

And  often,  too.  comes  Agassiz.|witb  hit 
gcntlo  and  genial  spirit,  hii  childlike  de- 
votion to  science,  and — or  he  would  not 
bo  a  true  son  of  bis  adopted  country — 
his  eager  interest*  in  tbe  politic*  of  Ibe 
day.  We  went  to  bear  one  of  hi*  lec-

We  tracked 
bis  agents  through  every  part  of  the  Dis- 
trict, distnbuting  documents  and  person- 
ally soliciting  every  individual  1  democrat, 
and  hundreds  who  were    not  Democrats, 
to  come  out  and  vote  fur  Kicc,   and   that 
money  was  unsparingly  used  for  the  same 
purpose.     Oar  warning  was   not  heeded. 
Hundreds  of    Republicans  did  not   vote. 
In  some  Republican    townships  no    elec- 
tion was  held.     Tbo  result  was   that  we 
nearly       lost      the       District.         Again 
wo        warn         our         friends  tbat 

the  same  means  arc  being  employed 
to  the  same  end  ;  and  that  these  means 
will  be  successful  if  they  are  not  counter- 
acted by  corresponding  efforts  on  our 
part  to  bring  out  the  whole  Republican 
vote.

A  single  dispatch  from  Indiana  is  all 
the  election  news  we  have  to-day — but  it 
is  good.  Uf  tbe  eleven  Congressional 
districts  in  that  State  we  have  carried 
eight,  including  two  very  close  districts — 
ttie  Tib,  represented  in  tbe  present  Con- 
gress by  V'oorbes,  until  he  was  ousted, 
near  tbe  close  of  the  session,  by  Wash- 
burn, who  is  BOW  re-elected,  and  the  Hth 
district,  now  ii|^resented  by  Urtb,  who  is 
also  re-elected.  This  may  fairly  be  con- 
sidered a  gain  of  one  district,  for  in  1.^64 
Voorbes'  district  gave  him  a  majority  of 
Ijo\,  aaU  his  election  was  only  invnlidated 
by  throwing  out  the  votes  of  towns  where 
the  election  was  vitiated  by  fraud.  But 
to  offset  this  we  seem  to  have  lost  one 
district,  probably  tbe  Ub,  where  in  l»(i4 
uur  candidate  barely  squeezed  through 
by  a  majority  of  (>(J.  It  must  have  been 
a  preternalurally  virtuous  district  if, 
with  all  the  patronage  at  bis  disposal, 
Andy  Johnson  could  not  buy  Uf  of  these 
votes,  enough  to.turn  the  scale. 

But  the  completeness  of  tUu  victory 
gained  in  Indiana  is  especially  r>ivealed 
in  the  returns  for  the  local  T/«^gisNture.

Rut  after  all  there  is,  I  think, 
nu  danger  of  serious    disruption    on   this 
question.   I  believe  Mr.  .fobnson  will  sus- 
tain the  principle  for  which  1  contend.  And 
here  let  mo  say,  I  have  no  reason  for    so 
beheviag,  says  a  speech   made   by  him 
at  Nashville,  when  he  was  a  candidate  for 
the  \'ice  Presidency.     After  the  battle  of 
Nashville  he  was  congratulating  tbe  coun-

General  Jauios  B.  Steedman,  of  Freed- 
mcn's  Bureau  notoriety,  has  taken  the 
stump  out  west  for  "my  policy."  In 
view  of  his  violent  tirades  against  the 
radicals,  and  his  special  antipathy  to 
granting  sutTrage  to  the  negro,  we  reprint 
an  extract  irom  a  speech  delivered  by 
him  in  Toleda,  Ohio,  on  tbe  lOth  of  May, 
IHCo.  Referring  to  the  "new  work  of  re- 
itoring  ai?il  governments,"  (ieneral 
Steedman  sa'd : 

"Tbe  plans  of  the  President  and  bis 
Cabinet  on  tbe  subject  are  not  yet  fully 
developed  to  tbe  public ;  but,  if  I  know 
anything  ot  Andrew  .Johnson,  he  will 
never  consent  tbat  the  man  wbo  has  borne 
arms  in  defense  of  the  Government — 
though  as  black  as  black  can  be — shall 
be  degraded  by  a  refusal  of  civil  rights.

with  a  voice  of  thunder,  echoing  irom  all 
her  mountains,  proelaims  the  will  of  ber 
lojiil  people,  no.  Oliio  pus  her  fuet  in 
this  executive  usurpation,  and  says  to  him 
and  bis  abettors,  nu  ;  and  Indiana  and 
Iowa  join  in  the  indignant  protest  and  an- 
swer .NO,  NKVKK !  And  in  November  the 
rest  01  the  loyal  States  will  ratify  the  sen- 
tence of  popular  condemnation  which  his 
^i'.realy  been  so  soltratily  pronnunetd 
upon  this  a<  tempt  of  Andrew  Johnson  to 
set  aside  the  rational  will,  declare.dnnder 
the  forms  of  the  constitution,  through  its 
representatives  in  Congress.  They  will 
set  t'jt  ir  feet  on  the  ne(  k  ol  thi.i  us^  rper 
m  the  White  House,  and  teai;h  him  thai 
the  loyal  people  of  this  nation  have  both 
the  will  and  the  power  to  crush  rebellion 
agaiost  the  government  and  treason 
against  the  constitution,  wherever  it  liil't 
its  head,  and  under  whatever  leader  it  mar- 
shals its  hosts,  whether  that  leader  be 
Jelfersnn  Davis  or  Andrew  Johnson.

This    fact    was    stated    publicly  by  Mr. 
Heard,  in  his  recent  speech.     Upon  what 
grounds   Governor  Si'yinoiir   places    his 
present  n<l»oe»i"y  of  negro   sulfrago   we 
do  not  know  ;  but  lUo  fact  llatt  d  by  him, 
that  the  best  men  of  the  South  were  rap- 
idly coming  over  to  the  Republican  policy 
ol    reconstruction,      is    very   signilioant.

First  and  lorLiuost,  Ucn.  But'cr  says  that 
tho  Tresident  of  tho  Unltod  .States  has  sot  him 
a  very  diia-ult  task.  If  he  had  asked  what 
ciinsiitutional  provision  hivo  1  not  violated, 
mv  task  Would  have  been  most  aasy. 

But  notwithstandinffthat,  I  will  endeavor  In 
a  moment,  it  you  will  allow  me,  to  remind 
tbo  President  of  one  or  two  vioUtions  of  the 
Constitution  of  which  ho  has  l>een  guilty. 

First,  then— and  this,  I  think  has  struck  the 
American  people  with  more  of  shame  and 
mortiiication  than  anv  other— they  have  seen 
the  Fresident  of  the  Cnlted  States,  in  deroita- 
lioa  of  his  high  ofllee,  duliberatcly  going 
aroand  the  country,  endeavoring  to  bring  the 
Congress  of  tb<t  United  8tatcs,  a  co  ordinate 
branch  of  the  (lovcrnracnt,  into  public  hatred, 
r.dicule  and  CJOtempt.  There  is  no  parallel 
to  this  conduct  in  all  time  previous.  In  the 
great  contest,  lor  example,  when  Jackson  was 
In  tho  chair,  between  the  Kxecutive  and  Con- 
gress, never  was  there  heard  from  that  man  of 
iron  will  and  positive  convictions,  anything 
but  the  most  respectful  laoguoga  concerning 
the  co-ordinate  branrh  of  the  Government. 
What  is  the  duty  of  the  President  of  the  Uni 
ted  8tates  in  tblit  Iwbalt  ^  It  is  to  treat  each 
branch  of  tho  OoTernmont  so  that  each  branch 
may  bo  rospeoied  l>y  the  people  iu  authority  | 
and  It  is  a  gross  violation  of  tho  principles 
and  ot  the  spirit,  aye,  and  of  the  letter  uf  the 
Constitution  when  one  branch  of  tho  Uovoro- 
ment  sets  Itself  up  against  tho  oUicr. 
[Cheers.] 

It  IS  no  excuse  tor  the  President  to  ottrm 
that  Mr.  Ktereni  or  Mr.  Sumaer  or  any 
other  member  of  a  branch  of  the  Govern- 
ment uses  unbecoming  langaage  toward  him, 
or  opposes  him,  becaujo  tbej  are  individ- 
uals only  and  not  a  department  of  iho 
Government,  whereas  Congress  as  a  body 
have  nover  treated  him  otherwise  than  witii 
respect.  But  the  chief  executive  of  tho  nation 
is  m  himself  a  department  of  the  government, 
and  his  words  and  acts  are  those  of  the  exec 
uiive  deparimcnt,  which  ought  to  set  the  peo- 
ple a  high  example  of  respect  Coward  the 
Icglslativa  branch  ot  the  government. 

No  monarch,  however  despotic,  ever  do- 
nounceU  to  his  people  any  estate  or  cuuncll  of 
his  government  with  however  limited  powers 
until  he  had  determined  by  arbitrary  usurpa- 
tion of  power  to  destroy  it  as  a  poriion  of  the 
government  or  restraining  authority  of  the 
State.  What  other  purpose  could  the  Presi- 
dent have  In  taking  upon  himself  the  grave 
responsbility  of  denouncing  ('ongress  in  a 
hundred  speeches  upon  his  journey  from 
Washioglon  to  CblcaKo.  and  his  return  ?  His 
purpose  is  plain.  He  saw  that  Congress  would 
stand  ia  the  way  and  not  suflVr  him  to  con- 
centrate all  the  powers  of  the  government  in 
his  own  hands,  nor  permit  him  in  opposition 
to  their  will  to  reorgani/.e  the  revolted  Stales. 
Tuua  batneJiatlie  hopeofsutxirduiatinK  ('on- 
gress to  his  sovereign  will,  ho  was  determined 
to  break  it  down  as  tar  &b  his  voice  and  inllu- 
once  went,  to  familiarize  the  people  with  the 
idea  that  ('ongress  is  not  a  constitutional  tsidy, 
but  one  which  ought  to  be  suppressed  as  inter- 
fering with  the  restoration  ot  the  peace  and 
unity  of  the  nation.  Kvidencesot  (bis  desiga 
are  not  wanting.  What  else  did  the  queHtiim 
ot  his  Secretary  of  State  mean  when  he  askcil 
the  people  of  the  West  whether  they  would 
havu  Mr.  Johnton  as  king  or  President?  It 
was  a  threat  to  tho  peoplo.  Wo  answer  It, 
in  all  bumlileness,  "as  neither,  thank  you!" 
[Cheers  and  laughter.  ] 

Tho  President,  In  bis  owa  choice  rhetoric, 
has  characteriiod  the  national  legislature  a 
riiinp  Congress,  as  an  e.\cre.iccnco  "li  inKlng 
on  the  vorgo  of  tho  government."  Mark  the 
logic  of  the  argument  which  he  here  advanred 
a-i  ho  stood  on  this  spot,  in  that  memorable 
Journey  ostensibly  made  to  attend  the  dedica- 
tion of  Senator  Douglas'  monument,  but 
which  turned  out  to  Im*  his  own  faneral  cor 
tege.     [Laughter  and  cheers  J 

It  U  that  (;oDgrcss  is  an  unconstitutional 
Congress  liecause  It  wos  elected  by  tho  votes 
of  a  part  ooly  of  ihu  peoplo,  and  because 
therefore  u'l  the  Stales  aro  nut  represented 
in  It. 

But,  Mr.  President,  rciiicnibsr  that  thii 
Congress  was  elected  at  the  same  hour,  at  the 
same  bnllut  boxes,  iu  the  same  .States  only,  by 
tbo  same  people,  and  by  them  alone,  that 
elected  you  Vico  President.  Now,  if  this 
Congress  is  only  a  rump  of  a  Congress,  docs  it 
not  lollow  with  tho  most  inexorable  logic 
that  you  are  but  a  rump  of  a  President  ? 
[Shouts  of  laughter  and  cheer]  And  if  the 
regislative  branch  is  hanging  on  Ihe  verge  oi 
the  government,  is  not  tho  executive  in  like 
manner  bunging  on  the  same  verge— so  near, 
indeed,  lis  to  tempt  us  to  wish  bo  mif  ht  fall 
over.

Again,  in  answer  to  the  President's  ques- 
tion, "What  oonstimiional  provision  have  I 
ever  violated  i"  I  answer  hu  has  corruptly 
misused  the  constitutinDul  power  ol  removal 
and  appiiintnient  to  ofllce— and  overridden 
the  consiitiitional  provision  whii  h  gives  to  the 
Senate  tt.e  power  ut  adviaing  and  contirmiDg 
bis  appointfuents. 

1  agree  with  Attorney  (icneral  .Stant.ury  in 
his  opinion  that  the  cnnstilation  gives  the 
President  the  unlimited  power  of  removal  and 
api>oiutmer.t.  tierause  it  must  bo  lo<lged  some- 
where, as  batl  oflloera  are  to  bo  removed  and 
vacancies  are  to  be  lllled,  that  the  government 
may  go  on.  When,  in  the  convention 
which  framed  tho  consiitntion,  the 
iiuestion  came  up:  "Shall  we  give  this 
tremendous  power  to  the  executive?" 
the  great  and  r'skI  men  of  the  day 
said  :  "He  may  use  it  for  bis  own  purpose, 
and  may  therefore  seiie  the  Government  to 
hiiuself."  The  answer  was  :  '"We  must  still 
give  it ;  but  any  improper  u'e  of  it  is  an  im- 
peachable olfense.  [Cheers]  And  that  is  yet 
the  remedy  for  tho  wrongful  use  of  that  pow- 
er which  tho  peoplo  have  reserved  to  them- 
selves. 

How,  then,  fellow-cltli'.ens,  has    the    Presi- 
dent used  the  appointln«  power  ?    Does    he 
consult  the  Senate?    Does  be   not  use  this 
power  wickedly,  corruptly  and   for  his    own 
purposes  ?    lias  he  not  said  always  and  open  - 
ly  that  every  man  who   docs  not  support    bis 
policy  shall  he  removed,   or  to  use   hli   own 
chaste  and  digniHed   langoace,    kicked    out  ? 
[Cheers  ]     Is  that,  in  all  honesty  and  fairness 
uf  judgment,  a  proper  use   of  the    appointing 
power  ?    [Cries  ol  "No"  and  "never.'  ]    For, 
as  you  will  see  at  occe.  If  such  a  uec  can  t>e 
made  of  this  power,  he  may  appoint  any  crea- 
lure  ot  his  will  and  keep  him  la  ofTlce  till  the 
last  day  of  the  session  of  the  Senate,  and  then 
send  bis  name  to  that  most  august  tx>dy,  and, 
if  rejected,  can  reappoint  him  to  till   the   va- 
cancy he  himselt  has  created.     In  spite  of  the 
Senate,  ho  may  in  this  way  keep   bis   appoin- 
tees in  otllce  during  Ihe  whole  term  of  his  ex- 
ecutive life.    By  this  executive  Irlck    he  may 
tako  from  oae  branch  of  tho  Oovemmeot  tho 
great  power  of  confirmation,  which  is  a    high 
constitutional  right,  and  a    sacred  safeguard 
of  the  people  against  corrnption— otUce  vested 
by  the  constituiion  In  the  representatives    of 
the  States     Undcrail  former admini!.trations, 
removals  from  oilico  without  cause  have  tieen 
made  only  when  there  has   tiecn  a   chanee  ot 
administiation  liy  the  popular  vote.    This  is 
upon  tho  assumption    that  by  these   vot(.s   in 
cfaanging  tho  executive  bead   of  the   Oovern- 
mcnt  the  people  desired  that  all   execntivc  of- 
lirers  might  be  In  uniscn  in  all  Its  parts.  Upoa 
this  theory  the  removals  Irom  i  ITlio  In  Jack- 
son's administration  are  justly   detended,  and 
in  niyjuUgmeot  upon    no  other.    Tho    Presi 
dent  already,  since  the  adjournment,   reap- 
pointed more  than  thirty  persons  to  offlce  al- 
ter they  had    been    rejected   by    tho  Senate, 
upon  his  own  nomination,  th-is  showing  that 
bo  intended  to  use  this  power,  la  spite  of  and 
and  against  tho  advice  andcooieotof  tbo  Sen- 
ate. 

There  is  yel  another  violation  of  the  consti- 
tution ol  which  the  President  has  been  guilty. 
The  constitution  places  in  Congress  the  pow- 
er of  declaring  war,  and  in  the  Senate,  the 
power  ofcuairuUing  the  executive  in  conclud- 
ing a  peace,  from  tho  necessity  of  its  ratilica- 
tion  of  treaties.  Nay,  more,  it  reqnire  a  two- 
thhrds  vote  to  do  so.  Now,  by  the  act  of  July 
13, 1S61,  Congress,  as  has  been  unanlmonsly 
decided  liy  Iho  Supreme  Court,  made  provis- 
ions for,  and  declared  lo  exist,  a  public  terri- 
torial war  lietwecn  tho  I'nited  States  and  tho 
orgaoi/.ed  forces  of  the  insurgent  States.  That 
War,  the  greatest  in  extent  and  results  the 
world  ever  s-iw,  Iho  Prcsirtent,  without  con- 
mlling  ihc  Sen.ite,  bns  nl'emplcti  to  bring  t  > 
im  iv*  i,y  t,|,  „,^a  pr'jc:i\mntlof«    'jf    p-jace. 
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He  has  done  this  ael,  beyond  all  iiMoation,  to 
cmliarrass  the  Senate  and  tho  House  In  their 
ai  Hon  towtrd  Ihu  insurgent  Slates  that  »» 
liavecoui|ueied. 

Our  public  nvil  war  ditli<rcil  from  niiv  other 
pulilic  war  in  this— that  Us  results  liiighl  at- 
lect  citizens,  who  were  no  less  citi/.ens  be- 
cause they  were  enemies  and  traitors,  and  no 
less  pulilie  uneinies  liocause  they  wcroeiti/ens. 
A  lor«if;ii  war  alfvctinK  oilier  lutioiia  «)ulil 
only  Ih)  icrniin  lied  by  troatr.  But  tho  fai-t 
ih.il  ours  weru  doniestn-  enoiiiics  iiiakus  the 
eaao  atroiiKcr  Hiiainsl  the  I'ruslilent,  iNx-ausii  a 
peace  in  siieh  a  war  might  rdiure  IcKislaliOn 
to  ri'Kulalii  llic  duties  and  eslahlish  Ihu  lights 
ot  laielv  insurgent  sulHliied  citi/.ens. 

Where,  then,  under  tbu  ronslitullon,  dues

Again,  Ihu  constitution  provides  tlint  Con 
gress  shall  muKe  rulcM  tor  iho  disposal  nt  all 
captureil  properly  ou  land  and  sea  Itiis  wun 
expressly  put  there  U»  prtveol  the  llxecutive 
Irom  taking  pnif>«rtv  captured  In  war,  aad 
cunverling  it  lo  his  own  use.  Ivings  had 
klaiined  in  the  old  world  OS  their  prenigaiivo 
■  lie  control  ol  property  captured  Iruni  the  en- 
enir  and  the  ri(;bt  to  distriliutu  il  among  their 
retainers 

In  making  our  lunstliulion  our  lathers  put 
Iho  control  ol  all  captured  proiwrty  into  thu 
hands  ut  Congress.  l(  Congress  boil  made  no 
rules  lor  thn  disposal  ul  laplured  men  ami 
nropcriy,  perhaps  the  beillgertots  uiigbt  have 
justuled  tho  President  In  iliapoalng  of  them. 
But  Congresa  did  make  rules  ami  n  gulations 
lor  Iho  dispodal  of  that  property  In  the  act  of 
con'lscatlon.  Yet  in  delianee  of  tlicfco  laws, 
and  in  delianee  of  tbo  uoostilulion,  President 
Johnson,    In   the   cxrrrixo  ol  the  pardoning 

{lower,  and  by  his  direct  order,  has  j;iven  back 
o  pulilic  enemies  OMlUonaoDd  millions  ot  pro- 
perty captareil  in  war,  on  laatl  a«d  on  water, 
and  attemp'ctl  to  dispose  of  our  rnenilcs  so 
captured  tiy  our  armies  in  public  war. 

The  qiiestiiin  I  now  moke  i*  not  whether  it 
is  wise  or  unwise  to  restore  properly  or  rein- 
state la  their  nglits  such  men,  liut  whether  in 
dell.ince  of  the  constitatU.n  and  the  laws  of 
Congress,  ho  has  a  riRht  to  nwn  back  tho  pro- 
perty or  dispose  ot  tho  persons. 

tilill  again.  Wc  in  the  North  have  to  pay 
taxes  to  meet  tho  interest  c  t  the  national  dobt 
and  ol  thu  individual  States.  Notv,  oltlioiigh 
Coi'giess  passeil  a  law  assessing  their  due 
priHiorlion  of  ihu  direct  tax  upon  tbu  South, 
ana  ordered  Ihe  silu  ot  property  Irom  ihu 
non  pay nicnt  otlhes,t  Uwx,  tli«  President  do- 
lled all  those  law*,  when,  \\tr  his  onn  ruspoo- 
sibility,  he  directed  all  such  sales  lo  Ih;  stop- 
ped  at  the  Smith,  and  allowod  l«xe«  dM  from 
rebels  to  remain  uacuUected,  while  loyal  men 
in  tho  North  mnst  work  ont  their",  tiofh  na- 
tional and  ."slate,  when  dne.  or  have  their 
properly  sold.

General  Butler  says  (hat  whenever  a  man 
proves  false  to  the  pledges  he  has  given  to  ob 
tain  public  position;  wboDever  a  man  at- 
tempts to  Itetiay  hisc  luntrv  at  the  call  of  per- 
sonal ambition ;  whenever  a  man  tries  to  con- 
trol the  will  of  the  people  by  corrupting  their 
servants  with  ollice  and  place;  whenever  a 
man  threatens  the  people  that  ho  will  use 
tbcir  army  and  navy  against  them ;  whenever 
a  man  seeks  to  revolutiooKc  this  government 
by  maligning  the  Congress  of  their  choiee, 
and  by  siigmatizing  the  purest  patriots  whom 
ihey  honor  as  traitors  while  he  fondles  the 
worst  of  traitors  In  bis  bosom — that  man  shall 
surely  tlnd  too  people  of  tho  United  States  and 
the  ConKress  ot  the  I'nited  States  ready  to  as- 
sert their  constitutional  rights.  They  can 
easily  devise  a  remedy  for  every  wrong  done 
the  country  and  pruteciiun  against  every  usur- 
pation of  power.

CHAS.  SUMNER'S  TESTIMONY 


Ah  to  the  Unralthruluc«»  ol  ilic 
Prealdcnt. 


From  a  speooh  by  Seaator  Sumoer.  ia    Boston 
Ociob«r  ^. 

You  will  ask  how  tho  President  fell.  This 
is  hard  to  say  certainly,  without  much  plain - 
DOSS  of  speech.  Mr.  Seward  openly  confesses 
that  he  counseled  the  present  fatal  "policy." 
Unquestionably  Mr.  Blair,  father  and  son,  did 
the  ssmc.  Soolso,  I  doubt  not,  did  .Mr.  Pres- 
ton King.  It  is  easy  to  see  that  Mr.  8eward 
was  not  a  wise  counsellor.  This  is  not  his 
Urst  costly  blunder.  In  formal  dispatches  ho 
ear:y  announced  that  "the  rights  ot  the  States 
and  the  ciindltiou  ol  every  human  being  will 
remain  sut'ji c  to  i.iactly  tho  sanio  laws  and 
forms  of  admiuistratiun,  whether  the  revolu- 
tion ahall  succeed  or  wbethor  it  shall  fail." 
And  no  AT  he  labors  lor  the  lullillment  of  his 
own  prophecy.  Obviously,  from  the  begin- 
ning bo  has  tailed  to  comprehend  the  rebel- 
lion, while  in  his  nature  he  is  abnormal  and 
eccentric,  jumping  iiiie  the  knight  on  tho  chess 
lioard  rather  than  moving  on  straight  linos. 
Undoubtedly  the  inlluonee  of  such  a  man  ovtr 
the  President  boa  not  been  good.  But  the 
President  himself  has  Ijecn  his  own  worst 
counsellor,  as  ho  has  been  his  own  worst  de- 
fender. He  does  not  open  his  mouth  without 
lurnisbing  evidence  against  bimscll.  The 
part  hu  is  now  playing  will  justify  me  in  some 
details.  Tho  bravo  words  wib  which  he  ac- 
cepted his  nomin.ition  ns  Vice  President  re- 
sounded through  the  country.  Ho  was  elect- 
ed. Then  followed  two  scenes,  each  of  which 
tillod  tho  people  with  despair.  Tho  first  was 
of  the  new  Vice  President  taking  the  oath  of 
olllcc— la  tho  presence  of  tho  foreign  minis- 
ters, the  judges  of  theSuprcmc  Court  and  the 
Senate — wbUc  in  such  a  condition  that  his  at- 
tempted speech  became  trivul  and  incoherent, 
and  he  did  nut  know  the  name  ot  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy,  who  is  now  tho  devoted 
•  ui>purter  of  his'policy,  as  he  has  been  his  re- 
cent traveling  companion.  One  month  and 
one  week  alterwaid  President  Lincoln  was  as 
sassinated.  The  people,  wrapt  in  allliclion  at 
the  great  tragedy,  trembled  as  they  saw  a 
drunken  inin  ascend  the  heights  ot  power, 
liut  lliey  were  generous  and  lor>;iy|ng — almost 
torgclful.  Ho  wan  our  Proiidunt,  and  bands 
were  outstretched  to  welcome  and  susuin 
him.  His  early  utterances  as  President,  al- 
though commonplace,  loose  and  wordy,  gave 
assurance  that  the  rebellion  and  its  authors 
would  hod  little  lavor  from  hiiu.  Treason 
was  to  bi)  made  odious. 

rKKSONAL    UKL.VTIONe    WITH    TUB    PRRSI- 
DKNT. 

It  was  at  this  lime  that  my  own  relations 
with  him  commenced.  I  had  known  him 
slightly  while  he  was  in  the  Senate  i  but  I  lost 
no  time  in  seeing  him  alter  he  became  I'resi- 
dent.  Hu  received  mo  kindly.  1  hope  that  I 
shall  not  err  it  I  allude  brielly  to  what  passed 
between  us.  You  are  my  constituents,  and  I 
wish  you  to  know  the  mood  of  the  President 
at  that  time,  and  aleo  what  your  representa- 
tive attempted.  I  was  in  Washington  during 
the  hrst  month  of  the  newadmmisiration  des- 
tined to  till  such  an  unhappy  place  in  history. 
During  this  period  1  saw  the  Prcsiileni  fre 
queniiv,  Bumeliiiies  m  tha  private  house 
he  then  occupied,  and  sometimes  at 
bis  olHce  in  the  Treasury.  On 
these  occasions  the  constant  topic  was  "recon- 
struction," which  was  considered  In  every  va- 
riety of  a.«pect.  More  than  once  I  ventured 
to  press  upon  him  the  duty  and  tbo  renown  of 
carrying  out  the  principles  ot  the  Declaration 
ot  Independence,  and  the  founding  of  the 
now  guvernments  in  the  rebel  Slates  on  Ihe 
consent  of  the  governed,  wiihoot  any  distinc- 
tion of  color.  To  thii  ramest  apptnl  he  re- 
p'.trd  on  one  ocraainn,  tu  1  eat  totlA  fttm  atone, 
in  trorda  w/iufi  1  nertr  can  Jurgtt.  "On  this 
r/uesCwn.  Mr.  Sumner,  thire  is  no  difference 
between  u*.  Yuu  and  J  are  altie."  Need  I 
say  that  1  was  touched  to  the  heart  by  (his 
annunciatioD,  which  seemed  to  promise  a  vic- 
tory without  a  battle  ? 

Accusiomed  to  controversy,  I  saw  r'early 
that  if  the  President  deciarcit  himsell  in  favor 
of  the  equal  rights  of  all,  the  good  cause  must 
prevail  without  controversy.    Alter  express- 
ing to  him  my  joy  and  gratitude,  I  rciiarkcd 
still  further  that  It  was  important  that   there 
should  be  no  division  ia  the  great  Union  par- 
ty—that there  should  IM  no  line  run  throufih 
it,  on  one  side  of  which  would  bo  gentlemen 
calling  themselves  "the  President's  friends," 
but  that  wo  should  be  kept  all  together  on  the 
principle  of  equal  tights.    As  I  walked  away 
from    tho   Picsideot  that  evening,  the   bat- 
tle of  my  life  seemed  to  1)0  ended,  while  the 
Itepuiilic  rose  before  me  lelulgeot  In  the  blace 
ot  assured  freedom,  an  example  to  Ihe  nations. 
On  another  occasion,  during  the  same  period, 
the  case  cfTennessto    was  discussed.     I  ex- 
pressed the  hope  most  earnestly  that  the  Pres- 
ident would  use  his  inliuence  directly  for  tho 
establishment  ot  tbo  impartial  salTrage  In  that 
State,  saying  that  in  this  way  Tennessee  would 
bo  put  at  the  head  of  the  returnmg  column 
and    be  made    an    exomple.      In    one   word 
that  all  the  other  States   would  tie  obliged  to 
dress  on  Tennessee.    The  President  replied 
that  if  he  were  at  Nashville  he  woald  see  that 
this  was  ace  implishcd.    I  could  not  helo  re- 
joining promptly  that  ho  need  not  beat  IiTash- 
ville,  lor  at  Washington  his  hand   was   on  the 
long  end  of  tho  lover  with  which  he  could  ea- 
sily move  all   Tennessee— referring,  of  courso 
to  Ihe  powerful  but  legitimate  inliuence  which 
be  might  exercise  in  bis  own  State  by  the  ex- 
pression ot  his  desires.    Let  me  confess  that 
bis  hesitation  on  this  occasLn   disturbed    me, 
and  I  attributed  It  lo  an    unnecessary   caution 
rather  than  to  any  intideUiy.    He  had  been  so 
positive  with  me,  how  could   1  suspec.   him  • 
On  other  occasions  the  conversation  was  re- 
newed.   Puch  was  my  Interest  in   this  ques- 
tion that  I  could  not  see  the  President  without 
introdueinx    it.     As    I    was  about   returning 
homo,  I  said  that  I  deshred,  even  at  the  risk 
ul  repetition,  lo  make  some  parting  sugges- 
tions on  the  reconstruction  of  the  rebel  States, 
and  that,  with  his  permission,  I  would  pro- 
ceed point  by  point,  as  was  tho  habit  of  the 
pulpit  in  former  days.    Ho  smiled  and  said 
pleasantly,  "Have  I  not  always  listened  to 
you  ?      I  replied.  "Von  have,  and  I  am  grato- 
lul.      After  remarking  that  the  rebel  region 
was  still  IB  miilUry  occnpallon,  and   that  it 
was  the  plain  duty  of  the  President  to  use  his 
lempiirary  power  for  the  establishment  ol  cor- 
rect principles.  1  proceeded  to  say  ;  First,  see 
to  it  that  no  newspaper  Is  allowed  which  is 
not  thoroughly  loyal, and  doca  not  speak  well 
01  the   national   government    and    of    equal 
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nnder  martial  law  an  aolicaased  press  was  u 
imiHisaibloaa  on  tho  deck  of  a  ship  ot  war.  Sec- 
ondly, lot  the  ollleers  that  you  send  aa  mili 
tarv  Governors  or  otherwise,  be  known  lor 
thtiir  duvotiuu  to  equal  rights,  so  that 
tbrir  names  aloou  will  l>u  a  proula 
■nation,  while  their  aimplo  prcaance 
will  help  educata  iho  puoplu;  and 
here  1  mentioned  Msjor  (ieneral  Carl  Srhnr?. 
who  still  held  bis  coniniission  m  tho  nrniy.as 
sneh  a  person.  Thirdly,  encourage  Ihe  popu- 
lalion  to  resume  thu  prolilablu  lulmrs  ol  ugrl- 
eulliiro,  utreiuerce  aad  manulacturoa  without 
delay,  but  lor  Ihu  prusent  to  avoid  politics. 
I'ourthly,  keep  the  whole  rolM-l  region  under 
these  good  iiilliienies,  and  at  tbo  p-oper  timo 
band  over  iho  subject  ol  reeoiisirueiioii  |wllh 
tho  great  quusiion  of  equal  rights  to  the judg- 
ment  of  Coogross,  wliere  it  lielongs.  All  this 
Ihu  Presidunt  received  at  the  timo  with  |>ur- 
leet  kindness,  and  I  aieiithm  this  with  tbo 
mure  readiness  became  I  remember  In  have 
aetn  In  the  papers  a  vtry  dillerent  atatement. 
On:y  a  short  limo  afurword  there  was  a 
chauKO,  whiili  seenieii  liko  a  somer^et  or  an 
a|H>Hiai'y  ,  and  tben  snsued  a  'strange  aighi. 
Instead  III  lailliful  Unionists,  recent  rctiols 
thronged  the  Prosideutial  ante  ihimi'crs,  re- 
.imclng  in  n  new-fiHiDd  favor,  ihey  made 
•peeches  at  tho  President,  and  he  madp 
speeches  ut  them.  A  mutual  sympathy  was 
manliest.  On  one  occasion  tho  President  an- 
nounced himsull  n  ".Southern  man"  with 
"Southern  sympathies,"  thus  quickening  that 
sectional  fl  tine  which  good  men  hoped  to  s«u 
quenched  lorevcr.  Alas !  il  after  all  our  terri- 
tlie  sacrilices  we  are  still  lo  have  a  President 
who  does  not  knnif  bow  to  spurn  evury  sec- 
tional an|>eal,  and  make  himself  the  repreaea- 
tativeofall.  Unhappily  wliatevcr  tho  Prcsl 
ilent  Naid  or  did  was  sectional.  He  showed 
himsvll  Conslantly  a  seciionalist.  Instead  ol 
telling  the  ex-rebels  that  thronged  the  Presi- 
dential ante  chamber,  as  he  shouldihavedone, 
Ihal  hu  was  their  Irieml ;  that  be  wished  them 
well  Iroin  thu  lK>ttom  of  his  heart;  that  he 
longud  to  see  their  fields  yield  an  imreaoe, 
and  peace  in  oil  their  txirdera,  and  that  to  this 
end  he  eounsded  them  to  devote  themselves 
lo  agricuiiorr,  eommereo  and  inanufaciures, 
and  lor  tbo  present  to  sav  nothing  a'aiui  i>oli- 
ties— itij'civi  of  thtt.  he  xrnt  Ihrin  awny  talking 
mill  Ihi'ik'itq  if  iinthing  hu'  fxiUltrt,  and  fran- 
tic Jor  the  rr-ettiMtshmenl  of  sevtuntaipmcer. 
lusicad  of  desiguating  olllcora  of  the  army  as 
military  govemors.  which  i  had  enpposed  he 
would  do,  heappointeti  ex-rebels,  who  could 
uoltakc  Iho  oaili  required  by  ('ongrc.ss  of  all 
oineers  ol  the  ('nited  Stales,  and  they  In  turn 
appointed  cxretiols  lo  olllee  under  ibero,  ao 
that  partliipiitl-'M  In  the  retx  limn  found  its  re- 
ward, and  treason.  Instead  of  tieinu  made  odi 
ous,  lieearae  a  passport  to  power.  I'.vcrywhere 
ex-rebels  came  out  of  their  hlding-plaees- 
They  walked  the  streets  deflantiy,  and  assert- 
ed their  old  domination.  Under  tho  auspiciS 
of  the  President  a  new  campaign  was  planned 
against  the  republic,  and  they  who  failed  in 
open  war  no^»  sought  to  enter  the  very  citadel 
of  political  power.  Victory,  parchased  by  so 
much  loyal  blood  and  treasure,  waa  little  t>et- 
ter  than  a  cypher.  Slavery  Itaelf  revived  la 
the  spirit  of  caste.  Unionists  who  had  Itecn 
trampled  down  liy  thu  rebellion,  were  tram- 
pled down  still  more  tiy  the  Prosideniial  guv 
ernmcnts.  There  was  no  liberty  of  the  press 
or  liberty  of  speech,  and  the  lawlessness  ol 
siayery  began  to  rage  anew.  Every  day 
brought  tidings  that  the  relieliion  was  reap- 
pearing in  its  essential  essence.  Amid  all  pro- 
lessions  of  submission  there  was  an  unmiii- 
Kahlc  bate  to  the  National  (>uvirnm''nt,  and 
a  prevailing  injustice  to  the  Ireedmun.  This 
was  last  aoiuinn.  I  was  then  in  Boston. 
Moved  by  a  desire  to  arrest  this  fatal  tenden- 
cy, I  appealed  by  letter  to  memtiers  ot  the 
Cabinet,  entreating  them  to  stand  firm  against 
a  "policy"  which  promised  nothing  tint  dis- 
astor.  As  soon  as  the  elcc  ions  were  over  lap- 
pealed  directly  to  the  President  himself,  Ijy  a 
telesraphlc  dispatch  as  follows :

It  may  not  bu  generally  knuwii  that 
the  boot  blaukiiig  luterest  in  the  United 
Statea  bos  bucoine  so  large  as  to  have 
fonaad  for  ilscll  a  const tiutioti,  which, 
though  modeh'd  alter  that  of  Kngland  iu 
that  It  is  uowrittPii,  is  yut  as  binding  up- 
on its  rotinl>cn9  as  were  tbu  laws  ol  the 
Mudes  and  Persians.  Unlike  other  or- 
ganizations, however,  thu  ri 'bt  tu  thu 
rhiel  rulerthip  la  based  un  merit ;  bul 
jealuusiea  liave  broken  out  among  thu 
tratemity,  and  already  three  boot  blacks 
of  thia  city  claim  the  pre-finineoce. 
Ttietc  three  aril  stationed  respectively  at 
the  corner  of  South  and  Wall,  at  Trinity 
Churuh,  and  on  the  steps  of  thu  Astor 
House.  To  sottle,  bowovor,  this  quarrel, 
which  uvea  now  threatens  serious  conse- 
quences, it  is  proposed  lo  have  a  Iruil  of 
■kill  for  the  championship  uf  America, 
the  winner  to  be  •ireseiiled  with  a  msg- 
mlloeiit  blacking  brush  and  half  a  dozeii 
bottles  ol  "Day  &,  Martin's  polish." 
While,  however,  tbia  trial  is  intended 
chiefly  to  settle  the  iuternecinn  dispute 
between  the  three  abovc-mentionod 
clattnants,  y<^  it  is  understood  thai  the 
lista  will  Ihi  open  to  all  cunluslauls.  In- 
d'-rid,  invitatious  have,  it  is  aoid,  been 
extended  to  the  members  of  tbii  profes- 
sion in  the  neighboring  cities  of  Ooston 
and  Fhdadelphia  to  be  present  on  the  oc- 
casion. The  day  for  tbu  trial  has  not  yet 
been  definitely  fixed,  ncr  has  tho  gentle- 
man upon  whose  boots  thn  trial  will  be 
made.

On  reaching  Washington  Saturday  evening, 
immediately  before  tho  o[)enlng  of  the  last 
session  of  Congress,  I  lost  no  time  In  seeing 
the  President.  I  was  with  him  that  evening 
three  hours.  I  found  him  changed  in  temper 
and  purpose.  How  unlike  that  President  who, 
only  a  lew  days  ofter  his  arrival  at  power,  had 
made  mo  feel  so  happy  In  the  assurances  ol 
agreement  on  the  great  question  beloro  tho 
country.

The  President— "Would  you  consent  that 
Mas.saehusctts,  on  this  account,  should  be  ex- 
clu'led  Irom  Congress  i" 
Mr.  S— No,  Mr.  President,  1  would  not." 
And  here  I  stopped,  wlthont  remarking  on 
the  entire  irrelevancy  of  the  inquiry.    I  left 
tho  President  that  night  with  the  painful  con- 
viction that  his  wbolu    soul  was  set   as  Hint 
against  the  good  cause,  and  thai  by  thu  assas- 
sination ot  Abraham  Lincoln  the  rebellion  had 
vaulted  into  the  Presidential  chair.    Jetfersun 
Davis  was  then   in  tho  eascmatts  at  Kortress 
Monroe,  but  Andrew  Johnson  was  doing  bis 
work. 

"Ah,  what  avails  it. 
If  tho  gulled  conqueror  receives  iho  chain. 
And  Uattory  sut>dues  when  arms  are  vain. ' 

From  this  time  forward  I  wms  not  in  doubt 
as  to  his  "policy, "which  asserted  a  condition 
of  things  iu  the  rebel  region  Inconsistent  with 
the  terrible  truth.  It  was,  therelore,  natural 
that  1  should  cbaractcriiaono  ot  his  messages, 
covering  over  the  enormlil's  there,  as  "white- 
washing."

Tlie  dead  men's  bones  are  theremainsol  taith- 
fulL'nhin  soldiers,  dead  on  innumerable  tlelds 
or  stifled  in  tho  pens  of  Andersonyllle  and 
Belle  Isle;  also,  ot  constant  Unloni.sts,  white 
and  black,  whom  we  aro  sacreJIy  bound  to 
protect,  now  murdered  on  highways  and  tiy- 
wars,  or  slaughtered  at  Memphis  and  Now 
Orleans.  The  uncleanne'S  Is  injustice,  wrong 
and  outroce  of  the  most  loathsome  eharacter. 
And  the  President  is  engaged  in  "whiilna" 
over  these  thinf^s,  so  that  they  hluill  not  lie 
^.cua  liy  Ihe  American  people.  To  do  this,  he 
has  garbled  a  dispatch  of  Sheridan,  and  has 
abused  the  hospitality  ot  the  country  by  a 
traveling  speech,  where  every  word  that  was 
nut  foulMib,  vulgar  and  vindictive,  wos  a  vsio 
attempt  at  "whitewashing."

the  Romnns  Cooked 
Peacock. 

The   most  elegant  dish  of  the  Uoiiiaas 
was  a  stulTed  peacock.     A  yuung  peacock 
is  eatable  when  properly  roasted,  but  an 
old  one  is  really  poor  eating ;  but  the  Ko- 
aans  used  to  prepare  them  10  the  follow- 
ing way  :     Tfaey   selected   those  with  tbe 
most  beautiful  plumage,  and  stifled  them 
to  death,    believing   ihat  that  mode  ol 
kdling   gave   mo-e    brilliancy  to  tbu  plu 
Diage.     As  soon  as   dead  they   carelully 
split  the  bird  open  by  an  incision  all  along 
the   back,   from   the   bill   to   tbe    rump. 
They  then   took  out  all  tbe  bones,   meat, 
&i.,  leaving  only  the  bones  of  tbu  li-gs  to 
the  first  joint,  those  of  the  wings  to  the 
second  joint,  and  tbe  head  whole,  except 
tbe  brain,  eyes  and  toi'gue.     The  inside 
of  the  skia   was  now  immediately  lined 
with  a  coating  of  glue  and  oiled  with  bran 
to  keep  it  in  shape.     The  feathers  that 
were  spoiled   were    varnished,  and  false 
Vut  brilliant  eyes  were  placed  instead  of 
the   natural   ones.     When   dry,   the  skin 
was  filled  with  roasted  birds,  or  with  the 
flesh  of  birds   chopped  and  cooked,  and 
carelully  sewed  up.  The  bird  was  served 
on  a  large  silver  dish  made  for  that  pur- 
pose.    The  dish  was  of  an  oblong  shape, 
and  in  the  middle,  and  soldered  to  it,  was 
something    resembling    tbe  trunk    of  a 
tree   with  a  kind   of    limb  on    which  the 
bird  was  fastened.     It  wa*  meant  to  look 
just  as  if  it  were  alive,  and  resting  itself 
on  a    perch,  with  an  ear  of  millet  in  its 
bill.     It  was    always   served  at  tbe  be- 
ginning of  dinner,  and  was  one  of  tbu 
last  dishes  eaten.     It  was  always  carved 
on   the   table,    and  whilst   the  host  was 
serving  it,  it  was  etiquette  for  onu  of  the 
guests   to  harrangue  upon  the  beauties 
of  the  plumage  and  the  excellence  of  the 
meat. 

The  Romans  were  not  deceived  about 
the  excellence  of  the  peacock's  Ibsh. 
They  knew  very  well,  and  so  did  their 
authors,  that  not  a  parUcle  of  tbe  bird's 
meat  bad  been  used.  They  somehow 
got  into  tbe  habit  of  speaking  of  tha 
goodness  of  the  meat,  and  so  they  kept 
doing  so 

This  is  very  likely  the  reafon  why  we 
read  in  many  books  that  tbe  species  of 
peacock  eaten  by  the  Romans  has  been 
lost,  and  that  it  was  entirely  different 
from  that  which  we  now  have.  Some 
believe  also  that  the  kinds  of  locust  and 
dormoaee  were  not  the  s»ni'*  '^^^  **'"t 
1  cw.     The  reason  is  probably  no  better.

Capt.  Harlow,  of  Gen.  Sherman's  sUfl, 
arnved  yesterday  from  Fort  Dodge, 
where  be  saw  two  white  girU  named  Day, 
and  one  other  thirteen  years  of  age,  who 
had  been  ransomed  from  the  Kiowa  Indi- 
ans. The  girls  say  on  tho  '_'7th  of  Aug- 
ust, the  Kioawas  attacked  their  home  in 
northwestern  Texas,  killed,  scalped  And 
burned  their  father,  themselves,  mother 
and  sister  s  years  old  were  carried  into 
captivity,  and  treated  in  a  cruel  and  most 
revolting  manner.  On  arriving  at  the 
Indian  camp  the  captives  were^nocked 
senseless  with  clubs,  and  repeatedly  rav- 
ished by  the  fiends,  and  were  treated  in 
this  manner  four  or  five  tives  every  day. 
On  hearing  their  condition  the  command- 
ing otlicer  at  Fort  Dodge,  not  having 
sutlicient  force  to  rescue  them,  effected 
their  ransom,  and  will  send  them  to  their 
Iriends  in  Texas,  as  soon  as  they  recover 
from  their  terrible  sufferings. 

While  in  the  Indian  camp,  an  officer 
sent  to  arrange  their  raosoili  saw  the  cap- 
tives knocked  down  three  times,  and  vio- 
lated.

At  a  time  when  the  men  who  saved  our 
country  and  those  who  attempted  to  de- 
stroy it  arc  ranged  against  each  other  as 
now,  and  persoiu  are  seeking  with  too 
much  success  to  gain  control  of  tbe  gov- 
ernment who  were  during  the  war  justly 
regarded  as  its  enemies,  the  position  ol 
every  citizen  should  be  clearly  defined. 
Although  my  oiilce  is  not  one  of  a  politi- 
cal nature,  yet  my  continuance  in  it  may 
be  regarded  as  au  alliliation  with  tbe 
persons  alluded  to.

Upon  tbc  reply  that  may  bo  made  by 
tbe  Attorney  General  to  the  above,  tbe 
President,  there  is  no  reason  to  believe, 
bas  determined  lo  take  bis  seated.  TLe 
questions  put  tbe  Attorney  are  bll  tLo 
more  important,  when  taken  in  connec- 
lioa  with  tbe  bold  utterances  of  tbe  Presi- 
dent at  the  Fifth  Avenue  hotel,  declaring 
that  the  present  was  only  an  assumed 
Congress,  and  not  thu  Congress  tbu  con- 
stitution called  for;  and  also,  in  connec- 
tion with  simUar  declaratioiis,  though  less 
pointed,  that  fell  from  bis  lips  prior  to 
!iis  return  to  the  capital.  From  these 
utterances,  if  is  clear  that  the  executive 
bus  fully  madenp  his  own  mind  that  Con- 
gress is  not  a  legal  body.

It  is  not  dilBcnlt  to  foreshadow  wb.it  tbu 
response  of  Mr.  Stanberry  will  be;  and 
that  he  will  ebime  in  fully  with  tbe  opin- 
ions of  the  executive  as  alreaeiy  express- 
ed there  seems  to  be  no  doubt.

Did  be  iind 
these  in  his  own  foul  immagination,  or 
did  he  find  them  iu  my  text  '  If  it  was  in 
the  latter  of  course  he  can  point  to  the 
page.     He  shall  have  an  opportunity. 

Statement  0  is  a  lie  by  way  of  equivo- 
cation. The  truth  is,  that  before  "Urif- 
bth  Gaunt"  was  written,  an  agent  of  mine 
proposed  to  me  to  sound  some  ncwi< pi- 
per proprietors,  who  bad  hitherto  stolen 
my  works,  as  to  whether  tbey  would  like 
to  buy  a  story  of  mc,  instead  of  stealing 
it.

"Dr.  Jubusuu*"  said  a  lady,  "what  I 
admire  in  your  dictionary  is  that  vouI>avc 
inserted  no  improper  words." 

"What  I  you  looked  for  them,  madam  ?*' 
said  tbe  Doctor. 

Here  was  "Prurient  Prude,"  tbit 
would  have  taken  in  an  ordinary  lexico- 
grapher. 

The  wickeder  kind  of  "Prurient  Prude" 
bas  committed  grc^t  ravages  in  our  Kn^- 
lish  ru  lwu«N,  where  the  carriiigey,  you 
must  know,  arc  small  and  seldom  filled. 
Respectable  nsun  found  themselves  ulunu 
witb  a  shy -looking  female,  addressed  u 
civil  remark  to  her,  wcro  accused  at  tbo 
end  ol  tbo  journey  ol  attemptng  b«r  virtue, 
and  pnnisbed  unjustly,  or  else  bad  to  buy 
her  off;  till  at  last,  as  I  learn  from  tin 
article  in  the  Haturday  litvieic,  many 
wortiiy  men  refused  to  sit  in  a  car 
riage  w5iero  there  wan  a.  woman  only, 
such  terror  bad  the  "P/uriett 
Prude"  iiispirv^d  in  mauly  breasts.  Tbe 
last  of  these  hcruioes,  bo  vover,  came  to 
grief;  li'r  victim  sliuwe  I  light,  submitted 
to  trial,  and  set  tbe  police  on  her.  She 
proved  Id  be,  us  any  oneversi:din  human 
nature  could  bivu  foretold,  a  woman  of 
remirknhly  loose  mora's  ;  and  she  ii  af. 
ibis  momei't  cxpialiui;  her  three  Ps  — 
Prudery,  Prurience,  and  Perjury — in  ono 
of  her  Uajcsty'fl  g.iols. 

SoniQ  yiars  ngo  an  Kn^ti Ji  baroiiel 
wai  nearly  ruiiiril  and  separated  from  h  s 
wile  by  one  ol  these  ladies.  He  was  from 
tbe  country,  and  by  force  of  babit  mode 
bia  toilet  nearer  the  window  than  a  Lon- 
doner would.  A  "Prurient  Prude"  lur': 
ed  oppoiite  and  watched  him  repeatedly, 
which  is  precisely  what  no  modest  wo 
man  would  have  done  once ;  and,  inter- 
preting each  unguarded  action  by  the 
light  uf  biir  own  loul  imagination,  actual- 
ly brought  >  criminal  ehargo  against  tbe 
poor  soul.  Tbe  charge  fell  to  the  ground 
the  moment  i''.  was  sifted ;  but  in  tbe 
mean'ime,  what  agony  had  the  "I  rurient 
PruJe"  indicted  on  an  innocent  family  ! 

Unfortun  itely  tbe  "Prurient  Prude"  is 
not  conGned  to  tbu  female  sex.  It  is  r.ot 
to  be  found  amongst  men  ot  masculine 
pursuits,  but  it  exists  among  writers.

Tbo 
writer  of  this  loader  begins  by  complain- 
ing of  tbe  courts  of  law  for  giving  pub- 
licity to  Qitb — (N.  B.  tbe  ridiculous  m:s 
use  of  this  term,  where  not  filth  but  crimu 
ia  intended,  is  an  infallible  sign  of  a  dirty 
mind,  and  marks  tbe  "Prurient  Prude.") 
After  this  llourish  of  prudery,  Pruriens 
goes  witb  gusto  isto  the  details,  which  he 
had  just  said  were  unlit  for  publication. 
Take  down  your  file  of  English  journals 
and  you  will  soon  lay  your  band  on  this 
variety  of  the  "Prurient  Prude."  A  harm 
less  humbug  enough. 

But,  as  amongst  women,  so  amongst 
writers,  the  "Prurient  Prude"  becomes  a 
less  tran.-<parent  and  more  dangerous  im- 
poster,  wbun,  strong  in  the  shelter  of  tbo 
anonymous,  which  hides  from  the  public 
his  own  dissolute  life  and  obscene  con- 
versation, he  rea'is  his  neighbor  by  the 
ligh^  of  bis  own  corrupt  imagination,  and 
so  lis  prurient  prudery  takes  Ibe  form  of 
slander,  and  assassinates  tbe  fair  fame  of 
bis  moral,  intellectual,  and  social  supe- 
rior. 

Now  Ibe  five  or  six  "Prurient  Prudca" 
who  delile.  tbe  American  press,  have  late- 
ly selected  me  of  all  persons,  for  their 
victim.  They  arc  trying  bard  to  mako 
tbu  American  people  believe  two  mon- 
strous falsehoods :  first,  that  they  are 
pure  minded  men ;  secondly,  that  I  am  an 
impure  writer. 

Of  course,  if  these  live  or  eix  "  Pru- 
rient Prudes"  had  the  courage  to  do  aa 
I  do,  sign  their  names  to  their  personali- 
ties, their  names  und  their  characters 
would  be  all  the  defense  I  should  need.

His  words  were  dragon's 
teeth,  which  have  already  sprung  up 
armed  men.  Witness  Memphi.') ;  witn'  cs 
New  Orleaus.  Who  can  doubt  that  the 
President  is  ibe  author  of  these  tragedies  ? 
Charles  IX  uf  France  was  not,  more  com- 
pletely the  author  uf  tbe  mtssacre  at  St. 
Bartholomew  than  Andrew  Joburon  is  tbe 
author  of  those  recent  masr.tcres  which 
now  cry  out  for  judgmeut  History  re- 
cords that  the  guilty  king  Was  pursued  iu 
the  silence  of  night  by  the  imploring 
voices  of  murdered  men,  mingled  with 
curses  and  imprecations,  while  their  ghosts 
stalked  through  bis  cbamb<^r,  until  he 
sweated  olood  from  every  pore;  and 
when  be  catne  to  die  bis  soul,  wrung  with 
tbe  tortures  of  remorse,  stammered  out 
to  his  attendant :     "Ah !  nurse  !  my  good

The  evil 
that  be  has  dono  alroady  if  on  such  a 
scale  that  it  is  impossible  to  measure  it, 
unless  as  you  measure  nn  uere  of  the 
globe.  I  doubt  if  in  all  history  there 
is  any  ruler  who,  in  same  brief  s;)a<'«  ol 
time  has  done  so  much. 

There  have  been  kings  and  cmpeiors, 
pro-consuls  and  satraps,  who  have  exer- 
cised a  lyiatucl  power;  but  ih  fiiili- 
ties  ol  communication  now  Inod  swift- 
ness and  extection  to  all  e.vil  inlliienuen, 
so  that  the  I'resident  baa  been  able  to  do 
in  a  year  what  iu  other  days  would  have 
taken  a  life.  Nor  is  tbe  evil  that  bu  has 
done  confined  to  any  narrow  spot.  It  is 
CO  e.xten.tivo  with  tbe  republic.  Next  to 
Jell'erson  Davis  stands  Andrew  Johnson 
as  its  worst  enemy.  The  whole  has  suf- 
fer';vl ;  but  it  is  the  rebel  region  that  has 
suH'erod  most.  Uu  should  have  sent 
peace  ;  instead,  he  sent  a  sword.  Heboid 
the  conseiiuenecs.  In  thu  support  ul  bis 
cruel  "policy"  the  President  has  not  hes- 
itated to  use  his  enormooi  patronngo. 
i'reeident  Lincoln  said,  familiarly,  that, 
as  tbe  people  bad  continued  him  in  ol- 
lice he  supposed  tbey  meant  that  others 
should  be  continued  in  ofbce  also  :  and 
he  acted  accordingly,  lie  refused  to 
mako  reiuoTals.

not  l.ir  rroiii  ibo  lower  end  of  llie  bulldinp, 
iiiid  &o  cooiiiubtiblu  was  the  material  ol' which 
the  building  wiui  composed,  that  in  a  lew  sec- 
onds the  wbolo  atritcturo  was  euvt>lo|ied  in 
ilamc4.  Out  ol' seventeen  hursea  In  the  stables 
only  two  were  saved,  and  one  of  them  was 
seriously  injured.  Of  the  tittoon  animals 
burned,  thirteen  bclon.i;cd  to  Mr.  George  Uru 
b«r,  one  to  Mr.  Siablman  and  one  to  Mr. 
l,ov,.'n»tcin.  The  other  horse,  also  belongiot; 
lo  Mr.  I. ,  was  shot  last  evening,  as  tie  eould 
nji  Im!  saved. 

I'lie  buiKlmg  was  owned  piirtly  by  Mr,  Uen- 
aon,  a  portion  tiy  the  Messrs.  llernheimer,  ol 
New  York,  and  several  other  parties  were 
iBKro  iir  less  luterested  in  the  ownership.  Mr. 
llcnsou's  loss  in  the  building  Is  about  three 
thousand  dolIar.>),  upon  wbicU  he  had  an  in- 
surance of  cne  thousand.  His  loss  iu  car- 
riafsas,  slei):hs  and  other  articles  will  reach 
tonr  thousand  dollars,  upon  which  there  it  an 
insurance  ot  two  thousand  dollars.

One  of  the  railroad  companies  hud  live  or 
si.\  hundred  dollars  worth  of  stull  stored  in 
Mr.  Benson's  portion  of  the  building,  which 
was  all  loot,  uud  (his  concludes  the  list  of  loses 
by  this  dre.
